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ACT OF INCORPORATION 


Resolution Incorporating the General Convention of the 

Baptist Churches in the State of Connecticut and Vicinity 

— Passed May, 1824. 

Resolved by this Assembly: —That Asa Wilcox, Jonathan Goodwin, 
Augustus Bolles, Joseph B. Gilbert, Robert Francis, Elisha Cushman, 
Roswell Burrows, Oliver Wilson, John Turney, Jeremiah Brown, Clau- 
dius L. Collins, Rufus Babcock, Wm. H. Manning, and Wm. Quiner 
and their associates, be, and they are hereby made and constituted a 
body politic and corporate, by the name of the General Convention of 
the Baptist Churches of Connecticut and Vicinity, and by that name 
they and their successors shall and may have perpetual succession; 
shall be capable of suing and being sued, plead and being impleaded, 
in all suits of what nature soever, may have a common seal, and the 
same alter or change at pleasure; and may also have, purchase, 
receive, hold, and convey away estate, real, personal, or mixed, the 
annual income of which shall not exceed three thousand dollars. 
Provided, that said income, whatever may be the amount thereof, be 
annually expended and appropriated to the purposes designated in 
said petition. 

Said Convention may from time to time, elect a President and 
such other officers and agents as they may find necessary or convenient; 
may make by-laws respecting the number, qualifications, and duties 
of their officers and members, prescribe the mode of election, and 
admission of members, the time, place, and manner of holding their 
meetings; the number necessary to form a quorum, and all other 
by-laws and regulations the said Convention may deem necessary 
for the government and due regulation of its concerns, to promote 
and secure the essential objects of said Convention as expressed in 
their constitution, not repugnant to the laws of this State or of the 
United States. 

The first meeting of said Convention shall be holden at the 
Baptist Meeting House in the city of Middletown, in the county of 
Middlesex, on the second Wednesday of June, A. D. 1824, at nine 
o’clock in the forenoon. 

This act of incorporation, or any part thereof, may be altered, 
amended, or repealed, at the pleasure of the General Assembly. 

Resolved by this Assembly: — That said corporation be hereafter 
called and known by the name of “ The Connecticut Baptist Con- 
vention.” 
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Resolve in Alteration, Passed June 15, 1899 

Resolved by this Assembly: — That the corporation known by the 
name of The Connecticut Baptist Convention, duly incorporated by 
the General Assembly of this State, May session, 1824, may hereafter 
have, purchase, receive, hold, and convey estate, real, personal, or 
mixed, the annual income of which shall not exceed twenty-five 
thousand dollars. 

Resolve in Alteration, Passed April 2, 1909 

Resolved by this Assembly: — That the resolution incorporating 
The Connecticut Baptist Convention be and it hereby is amended by 
adding at the end thereof the following: “Said Convention may 
accept and hold, absolutely or as trustee, such funds as may be given, 
devised, or bequeathed to it, to be held by it in such manner, or way 
as may be directed by the instrument making such gift, devise or 
bequest, when such funds, or the income therefrom, or reversion 
thereof shall be for the benefit of said Convention or individuals or 
churches affiliated therewith.” 
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CONSTITUTION OF CONVENTION 


Article I. The name of this body shall be The Connecticut 
Baptist Convention. 

Article II. The object of this Convention shall be to promote 
the preaching of the Gospel, and the organization and maintenance 
of Baptist Churches and Sunday Schools in the State of Connecticut. 

Article III. This Convention shall consist of delegates from the 
Baptist Churches in Connecticut, of the same faith and order as the 
present associated Baptist Churches. Each of such churches as 
shall have contributed to the funds of the Convention during 
the year last preceding the annual meeting, may be represented 
by its pastor and one delegate for every one hundred and frac- 
tion of one hundred resident members, provided that no church shall 
be entitled to more than five delegates besides its pastor. Every 
church having one or more schools connected therewith may elect 
and send an additional delegate to represent each such school. 

Article IV. The officers of the Convention shall be a President, 
two Vice Presidents, Secretary, Treasurer, and Auditor, all of whom 
shall be elected annually by ballot, and whose duties shall be specified 
in by-laws adopted by the Convention. 

Article V. There shall be a Board of Trustees not exceeding 
thirty-nine (39) in number, one-third of whom, after the first election, 
shall be chosen annually by ballot. At the first election they shall be 
chosen in classes of one, two, and three years. At least one-third of 
the Trustees shall be laymen. The Trustees, together with the officers 
of the Convention, shall constitute a Board of Management, in which 
shall be vested all the privileges and authority of the Convention 
when the Convention is not in session. The duties of the Board of 
Trustees shall be specified in by-laws adopted by the Convention. 

Article VI. The constitution may be altered or amended by a 
two-thirds vote of all the delegates present at any annual meeting, 
after one year’s previous notice. 

BY-LAWS FOR GOVERNMENT OP THE MEETINGS OF THE 


CONVENTION 
I. Meetings 


1. The Convention shall meet on Tuesday, preceding the 
third Wednesday in October, at 10 o’clock A. M., and the morning 
shall be devoted to the transaction of business in the following order: 


Calling to order. 

Reading of the Scriptures and Prayer. / 
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Report of Program Committee. 

Address of the President. 

Report of the Trustees. 

Report of the Treasurer. 

Election of officers. 

Annual sermon. 

2. The subsequent meetings of the Convention shall be under 
the control of the Committee on Program, which Committee shall 
have the pbwer to make all arrangements for speakers at the Con- 
vention other than the preacher of the annual sermon and shall have 
the power to apportion the time of the meetings of the Convention 
as the different branches of Convention work may require, subject 
to the approval of the Convention at its first meeting. 

3. No objects other than those provided for by the constitution 
shall be presented at the annual meeting, unless by unanimous con- 
sent of the Convention. 

4. The proceedings of the meetings of the Convention shall 
be regulated by the ordinary rules governing deliberative assemblies. 

5. At the close of the Convention the Secretary shall submit 
the minutes of the meetings of the Convention to the Program Com- 
mittee and upon the approval by this Committee of the minutes, 
they shall stand as approved minutes of the Convention. 

II. Committees 

1. The President shall appoint all Committees unless otherwise 
ordered. Standing Committees shall be appointed as follows: (1) 
Program for succeeding year. (2) Bible Schools. (3) Obituaries. (4) 
New Churches. (5) Social Service. (6) State of Churches. (7) 
Reference; and such other Committees as may be deemed necessary 
or expedient. 

Time shall be allowed by the Program Committee for reports 
of these Committees. 

III. The Board of Trustees 

1. The Board of Trustees shall hold three meetings during the 
year; one immediately after the session of the Convention, one in 
the month of April, and one on the day preceding the next meeting 
of the Convention. Special meetings of the Board may be called by 
the President at any time and shall be called by him at the request 
in writing of five members of the Board. 

2. The President of the Convention shall preside at all meetings 
of tfie Board; in his absence the First Vice President shall preside; 
in the absence of the President and the Vice President; the Second 
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Vice President shall preside; and in the absence of all three, the 
Board shall choose a President pro tem. The Secretary of the Conven- 
tion shall be ex officio Secretary of the Board. 

3. At the first meeting of the Board each year, it shall elect 
from its members an Executive Committee of fifteen, including the 
President, the two Vice Presidents, Treasurer, Secretary and Auditor. 
It shall also appoint a Finance Committee of three. It may appoint 
other committees if deemed expedient. 

4. The Board of Trustees may appoint a General Secretary 
who shall have the oversight of the work of the Convention under the 
direction of the Board or its Executive Committee. 

5. The salary of the General Secretary shall be fixed by the 
Board and his year of service shall be from the time of his appoint- 
ment until the next subsequent meeting of the Convention. The 
Board may also employ such persons as it may deem necessary to 
carry on the work and purposes of the Convention upon such terms 
as may seem proper to it. 

6. The Board shall have power to provide means for raising 
funds for the Convention; also to dispose of said funds according to 
the provisions of the charter and the constitution. 

7. All appropriations in aid of churches and for payment of 
missionaries and for other purposes shall be made by the Board in 
accordance with the regulations laid down in the by-laws. 

8. The Board shall report to the Convention at its annual 
meeting. 


IV. The Executive Committee 

The Executive Committee shall meet at least four times during 
the year in the months of October, January, April and July, and at 
any other time at the call of the President. All applications for aid 
from churches which have not been passed upon by the Board shall 
be considered and passed upon by the Executive Committee, provided, 
however, that no grant of aid made by such Committee shall be 
binding beyond the next regular meeting of the Board of Trustees. 
When the Board is not in session its authority shall vest in the Execu- 
tive Committee, but no contract or agreement made by the Execu- 
tive Committee shall remain in force beyond the time of the next 
ensuing meeting of the Board of Trustees, unless approved by the 
Board, except in such cases as have been referred to the Executive 
Committee for final action. 

The Executive Committee shall make full report of all its trans- 
actions to the next ensuing meeting of the Board of Trustees. 
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V. Duties of Officers and Finance Committee 

1. The President shall preside at all meetings of the Conven- 
tion, of the Board of Trustees, and of the Executive Committee. 

2. The Vice President shall perform the duties of the President 
during his absence. 

3. The Treasurer shall have charge of the funds of the Conven- 
tion. He shall be the custodian of the securities of the Convention, 
and shall keep a careful record of all permanent, conditional, and 
special trust funds, with a brief statement of the conditions under 
which they are held and the particulars concerning their investment. 
He shall keep each class of funds separate and distinct from every 
other, and from the several funds of the Convention. He shall prepare 
a monthly statement of the conditions of the treasury and submit 
the same to the Executive Committee through the Secretary. He 
shall execute all financial documents, and when necessary, affix 
thereto the seal of the Convention unless the Board of Trustees shall 
otherwise specifically direct. He shall make payments out of the 
treasury only upon the written order of the Secretary. Whenever 
required by the Executive Committee he shall give bonds to such an 
amount as they may direct. 

4* The Secretary shall keep a faithful record of all the meetings 
of the Convention, of the Board of Trustees, and of the Executive 
Committees. The quarterly reports of the churches aided by the 
Convention, and of the missionaries employed, shall be made to the 
Board through him, and he shall prepare, for each meeting of the 
Board and of its Executive Committee, a statement of the business 
which needs to be brought before it. He shall draw orders on the 
treasury only as authorized by the Board of Trustees or its Executive 
Committees. 

5. The Auditor shall audit the accounts of the Treasurer and 
make a report thereof to the Convention once a year, and each quarter 
if required by the Board. 

6. The Finance Committee shall have charge of, and approve 
by their signature, the investment of all the trust funds of the Con- 
vention subject to the approval of the Executive Committee. They 
may require of the Treasurer, statements of all transactions relating 
to the trust funds, and of current receipts and expenditures whenever 
they deem it necessary. They may authorize the temporary transfer 
by the .Treasurer of the funds of the Convention from one class to 
another whenever they may deem it necessary. They may, with 
the Secretary, direct the payment of amounts, not exceeding fifty 
dollars, in exigencies that cannot await the action of the Board of 
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Trustees or of its Executive Committee. Under no circumstances 
shall any of the funds of the Convention be loaned to any officer, 
legal advisor, or member of the Executive Committee, or to any cor- 
poration or business enterprise in which any of them is personally 
interested. 

VI. Rules to Govern Appropriations 

1. All churches assisted by the Convention shall make their 
quarterly reports to the Board through the Secretary. All appro- 
priations to churches shall be made quarterly, and no application for 
aid will be considered until the report of the church has been received. 
Quarterly reports must be sent in during the first weeks in October, 
January, April and July. 

2. Except as hereinafter stated, appropriations will be made to 
churches only when such churches have settled pastors, and when 
they shall have made, within the year preceding, contributions for 
at least three objects of benevolence, inclucjing the Domestic Mission 
work of the Connecticut Baptist Convention, and when they shall 
have satisfied the Board that their methods of raising funds are 
systematic, and best adapted for securing the largest possible revenues 
from their local constituencies. 

3. No appropriation shall be made to any church, when in 
the judgment of the Executive Committee the pastor of the church 
is not considered worthy of such aid. It is therefore required that 
any church, without a pastor, applying for aid, shall confer with dhe 
General Secretary, or the Executive Committee, before the choice 
and settlement of a pastor. 

4. No appropriation shall be recommended or be made toward 
the erection of any house of worship until the approval of the plan 
by the Executive Committee shall have been secured; and in all 
cases where such appropriations amount to 1500 or more, the church 
or society so aided shall execute to the Convention a deed of trust of 
the property, which shall be held by the Convention until such time 
as the Board of Trustees shall deem it expedient to reconvey the 
property. 

5. No appropriation shall be made to a church until its appli- 
cation has been approved by a Missionary Committee representing 
the Association within whose territory the church is located; said 
committee to be elected by the Association, or, in case of failure to 
elect, appointed by the President. 

VII. The General Secretary 

The General Secretary shall have the oversight and care of the 
entire work of the Convention under the direction of the Executive 
Committee. He shall visit the churches aided by the Convention as 
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frequently as may be, consistently with his other duties. He shall 
investigate any new enterprises that should be brought to the atten- 
tion-'of the Board and report the same. He shall, as opportunity may 
offer, present the claims of the Convention before the churches and 
receive subscriptions and collections for the Convention. He shall 
be present at all meetings of the Board, and of the Executive Com- 
mittee, to counsel and advise in all their actions, but shall have no 
vote. He shall advise the churches aided by the Convention on all 
matters in which his advice is asked, but he shall not pledge the 
Convention to any pecuniary aid except as authorized in each case 
by the Board of Trustees or by its Executive Committee, provided, 
however, that the General Secretary by and with the consent of the 
President may, in emergencies, expend not more than $100.00 in 
any one month in connection with the provision of supplies^ for pas- 
torless and needy churches, necessary evangelistic or missionary 
services, or matters connected therewith. j, 

VIII. Amendments 

J 

These by-laws, except such as refer to the duties of the Treasurer 
and of the Finance Committee, may be changed or additions made 
thereto at any meeting of the Board of Trustees by a majority vote. 

Such of the by-laws as refer to the duties of the Treasurer and of 
the Finance Committee shall be of equal binding force with the pro- 
visions of the constitution, and can be changed by a two-thirds vote 
of all the members present at the annual meeting of the Convention, 
and after one year’s notice. 


Legacies and Annuities 

In all legal documents the name of the organization should 
appear as “The Connecticut Baptist Convejition.’’ The General 
Secretary of the Convention will be glad to talk with or advise any 
person desirous of making a bequest for the direct uses of the Con- 
vention or for the Convention to hold in trust for the purposes of any 
particular object. Gifts of money ultimately for the benefit of the 
Convention will be gladly accepted and interest according to the 
established annuity rates will be paid to the donor during life. This 
plan has the advantage of yielding an exceptionally large rate of 
interest to the donor during life and assures the Convention of the 
entire amount of money desired to be given at the death of the donor 
without deduction by the settlement of the estate. 

The General Secretary will be glad at any time to give further 
information in regard to this matter. 


NINETIETH ANNUAL SESSION 


Connecticut Baptist Convention 


Meriden, Conn., October 14, 1913. 

The ninetieth annual meeting of the Connecticut Baptist 
Convention was held in the meetinghouse of the First Baptist 
Church of Meriden on the above date. 

President Nicholson called the Convention to order at 

10 a. m. 

Rev. L. F. Requa led the devotional service, all joining 
in singing “Beneath the Cross of Jesus.” After reading a 
portion of I Peter, 1, Mr. Requa spoke briefly of the passage 
and offered prayer. Singing, “Go, Labor On.” 

Rev. Burtt N. Timbie, pastor of the entertaining church, 
welcomed the Convention as follows : 

ADDRESS OF WELCOME. 

My friends: 

Your time is too valuable to listen to me. I noticed in the evening 
paper that the Baptists are showing much enthusiasm, so I thought 
you had caught the spirit of welcome before I made this declaration. 
I wish that the former pastor. Rev. R. A. Ashworth, were here to 
greet you for he knew you, and I am only a stranger among you. It 
is due to his self-sacrificing spirit that you are able to gather in the beau- 
tiful house of worship; doubtless he is thinking of you today, and I 
am to speak for him as well as for myself. We are not doing this 
alone, for we have five Baptist churches in this city; and the foreign- 
speaking Baptist churches made the best showing the past year. 
There is a splendid spirit of unity and co-operation, and they all 

iix this welcome as well as this church. It seems to me that we 
are repeating the story of Joseph in Egypt. With all the years of 
Baptist history, we have been storing up splendid equipment and 
power, and now we have come to the years of testing of our steward- 
ship, for God will test us as never before. Many of you have come 
many a year, and the outstanding feature has been that of fellowship ; 
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we shall not lose that, but we shall be now doing business for the 
King; we are going to get down to business to solve the problems we 
face. And, backed up by the resources of our history, and the young 
people, and the solid common sense found in Connecticut, and the 
gift of patience, there is nothing that we face but we cannot over- 
come by the grace of God; and so in behalf of the five churches, and 
this church, and all the friends, and the thought of the one who 
cannot be with us today, I bid you welcome. Each act of service is 
an expression of welcome from all the churches, and may the papers 
be able to write in the next issue: ‘‘The Baptists are growing in enthu- 
siasm and power,” and may the growth continue until the whole 
citjr shall feel your powers and influence here. 

President Nicholson replied as follovrs;

^ The Convention appreciates this welcome. It is becoming 
increasingly dificult to entertain the Convention, and we appreciate 
these benefits, especially when they come with such a welcome as 
this. 


PRESIDENT’S ADDRESS 

The position of the President of this Convention in presenting 
his address is peculiar in that the work of the past year is contained 
so fully in the report of the Board, and a President who has not as 
yet been chosen may have very different ideas as to what should be 
the work for the ensuing year. 

It must be, therefore, very largely the personal impressions of 
the President as to certain definite matters which might otherwise not 
be considered in as full a manner as he believes necessary. The active 
work in any Association of this kind is such that it becomes very 
personal and the importance of the work impresses itself to an extent 
such that many things seem to become vital. It is some of these that 
are to be 'brought forward in this address. 

A year ago it was suggested that a fund of $25,000.00 be started 
whieh should have for its purposes the development of the work among 
the foreigners in this State. The particular use for this money was 
to be the purchase of properties through the State and the erection 
of buildings to be used in the foreign work. It would be necessary 
at times to use a portion of the principal for the carrying on of the 
work, but the main purpose was this permanent investment. During 
the year there have been subscriptions which have been in part paid 
to the amount of $9,950.00. Some of this money has been used in 
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the purchase of a lot and the erection of a building for the Hungar- 
ians in South Norwalk. There is insistent demand, as will appear in 
the report of the Missionary Committee, for the erection of buildings 
in other localities for this work, and it is the earnest desire that this 
fund be completed as soon as possible. 

To those who will read and digest thoroughly the report of the 
Committee on Investigation, the importance of the work of the State 
Convention in Christian instruction among the foreign born, will be 
very apparent. The figures show that the population of this State 
twenty years from now will be very largely composed of those foreign 
born persons who are now dependent upon us for their education 
along the lines which we believe essential to the preservation of a 
Christian State. Whether the ideas introduced by these people shall 
be impressed upon the life of this State, or whether the principles 
upon which the State has reached its present degree of civilization, 
prosperity and Christianity shall be impressed upon the incomers, 
depends upon what can and will be accomplished by us, who are at 
least supposed to be living and working for the development of the 
Christian religion as understood by this denomination. The problems 
of decrease in attendance upon church service. Sabbath desecra- 
tion, and social morality are to be solved by the strength of the native 
church, which should be ashamed to hide itself behind any such 
subterfuge as the influence of the newcomers. Christian, Baptist 
principles must not be subordinated to the customs and practices 
of the old world. Those persons,' of whatever nationality they be, 
who come to dwell among us must be taught the faith that is here 
and our principles be impressed upon them. This means money; 
it means personal effort and it means personal sacrifice. The posi- 
tion of the Convention as being the body with which all the Baptist 
Churches in this State are affiliated, and upon which those Churches 
rely for the general work throughout the State, places upon the 
Convention the burden of carrying on the work. It is powerless, 
however, unless the individuals and the Churches provide the means. 

One of the efforts of the last year has been to bring home to the 
members of the Baptist Churches through this State that when the 
Convention meets, any act of its should be prefaced by the words 
“With the members of the Baptist Churches in the State of Con- 
necticut in Convention assembled.” This body is simply the repre- 
sentative body for the Baptists of this State and whatever work it 
performs is not the work of an independent body, but the work of 
the individual Baptists in the State acting through it. Identity of 
interests and consolidation of effort means concentration that will 
produce success. There must be absolute unanimity in action and 
uniformity of plan in order that there may be any success against 
the flood of work that presents itself. The ultimate prosperity of 
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the Convention and the work of the Convention depends upon the 
recognition of this principle and the work governed thereby. 

It is gratifying to note that the American Baptist Home Mission 
Society is recognizing the tremendous importance of the foreign 
work in this section of the country and is meeting the State Con- 
vention of this State in a spirit that means the rapid development 
of the work. As has been said, Connecticut, from being a debtor 
State, has become a creditor State. While Connecticut Baptists 
desire to be connected with the larger work of the Home Mission 
Society throughout the country, they feel, and the Home Mission 
Society is coming to recognize, that the Baptists in the other parts 
of the country must share in the important work being done and 
to be done in this State. 

Much has been said during the past few years with regard to 
the increase and decrease of population and Church membership. 
The report of the Investigating Committee contains figures showing 
the rapid growth of the population. The statistics of the various 
churches show that there was a slow but steady increase in the mem- 
bership from 1903 to 1908. In 1909 the churches began to erase from 
their lists numbers of persons whose names alone had been carried 
on the books for many years. During the four years from 1909 to 
1912, 2,304 persons were either erased or excluded from the churches. 
During those same years 2,932 were added by baptism; 1,573 died. 
During those same years there were 499 people who were dismissed 
from the churches by letter more than were received into the churches 
by letter. If the deaths and this excess of dismissals through letter 
alone were considered as against the ’baptisms, there would have 
been a net increase of 860. What has caused the decline in member- 
ship has been the erasures made largely for the purpose of reducing 
proportionate apportionments by showing smaller memberships. 

The reports from the Associations for the current year show a 
net increase of 164, each of the Associations making a gain with 
the exception of the New London Association where the loss was 142, 
and Stonington Union where the loss was 3. This calls attention to 
a condition which should be considered. The total enrolled member- 
ship in 1912 was 25,849. Adding the 164 net increase, we would sup- 
pose that the total enrolled membership would be 26,103, and as. 
an actual fact, that is what appears from the report. This is the 
first occasion where anything of this kind has happened for many years. 
An attempt to secure any lessons from the tables of membership 
statistics is almost impossible. For example, taking the ten years 
from 1903 to 1913 inclusive, in accordance with the gains as shown 
by the annual reports, there would appear to have been a net gain of 
2,471. If we take the difference between the total membership in 
1912 and in 1903, we find that the net increase would be only 506. 
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Attention is called to this so that the churches may be more careful 
in making up their statistics that their total membership as reported 
should correspond with the increase or decrease shown in their detailed 
statistics. 

The President desires to express his appreciation of the work 
done by the Committees during the past year. Upon some of the 
Committees there has been a great deal of work imposed by the 
plans that were outlined by the President a year ago, but it has been 
cheerfully and conscientiously done and the reports that will be pre- 
sented during this Convention will be of incalculable value to the 
development of the work. It must be remembered, however, that 
the work that has been done and the results that have been secured 
will be valueless unless organized effort be made during the coming 
j^ear to take advantage of this work. 

There are two matters which the President believes to be of 
paramount importance for the coming year, — one is the comple- 
tion of the $25,000.00 fund, and the other is that steps be taken 
such that every church throughout the State will become thoroughly 
acquainted, by personal work, of the various departments of Con- 
ventiori enterprise and their needs. Every effort should be extended 
in order that these results may be accomplished. 

Remember that it is upon us, not as a Convention, but as indi- 
vidual Baptists, where rests the responsibility for the Christian 
condition of this State twenty years from now'. United effort, co- 
operative work, faith in and life under the Connecticut motto will 
achieve the results desired. “Qui transtulit sustinet.” So speaks 
the Connecticut coat of arms. “He 'who brought us this far, will 
sustain us.’’

Rev. A. B. Coats, D.D., the General Secretary of the 
Convention, read the report of the Board of Trustees. 
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REPORT OF THE BOARD OF TRUSTEES 

We, the Board of Trustees, present for your consideration our 
Annual Report containing the account of our stewardship. 

There is much in the present conditions to give us encourage- 
ment and joy. So far as can be gathered from the reports which are 
in hand from the churches, the year has been especially fruitful in 
baptisms. The churches in the Stonington Union Association report 
50% more baptisms this year than last. In the New London Asso- 
ciation the baptisms are a third more than last year, while in the 
Ashford Association the baptisms are double those of the preceding 
year. The Hartford Association also reports a number of baptisms 
in excess of last year. In connection with this advance in our Amer- 
ican churches there is also to be noted the rapid extension of our work 
for the foreign born. Taken 'altogether it has been a good year. 

It has also been a year of activity. At the meeting of the Con- 
vention in New Haven several important Committees- were appointed 
who have been xealously at work and the result of whose labors 
will be presented in reports to which you are soon to listen. 

Changes in the Board. 

The year has brought more than the ordinary changes in the 
personel of the Board. Three of the members have died, two have 
removed from the State and one has resigned. Deacon S. O. Preston, 
Second Vice President of the Board, and member of the First Baptist 
Church of New Haven, where we met last year, was with us at that 
time and apparently in somewhat improved health. Within a very 
few days after the adjournment of the Convention death came sud- 
denly. He is missed in the church and in the councils of the Board. 

Deacon Robert Palmer of Noank, one of the active members of 
the Board and always a generous friend of the Convention died 
since our last meeting. He was a man full of the Holy Ghost and of 
faith. We shall greatly miss him. Mr. Robert P. Wilbur, Deacon, 
Union Baptist Church, Mystic, Conn., after two or three years of 
declining health has passed to his reward. Captain Wilbur’s long 
service on our Board has ended but the influence of his life will long 
be felt by those who were associated with him in this service. 

Two who have long been members both of the Board and of the 
Executive Committee have left the State, — the Rev. Peter C. Wright 
of the Central Church, Norwich, who went to Philadelphia, and the 
Rev. James H. Messenger of Deep River who removed to Hancock, 
N. Y. These brethren were both faithful and efficient in service 
and their rerrioval was a distinct loss to us. 
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Mr. Robert Hay of Stamford, newly elected to the Board last 
year, resigned at the semi-annual meeting on the ground that busi- 
ness engagements made it impossible for him to meet with us. 

The usual meetings of the Board and the Executive Committee 
have been held. The Executive Committee has met twice in special 
session. The attendance at all these meetings has been good and 
the interest in our rapidly growing work has been marked. 

Evangelism. 

The serious illness of State Evangelist Flanders which began 
early in the year, has continued through to the end and has seriously 
handicapped our efforts in this field. Colporter Newton has answered 
such appeals for help as he was able to give, but he also has been 
disabled a part of the year by illness. Mr. Flanders’ connection 
with the Convention ceased at the close of his year, the 1st of Sep- 
tember, and it will be for the Convention to determine who shall 
take up this work. Colporter Newton has given good satisfaction in 
his unique way in carrying the gospel into the rural sections. The 
change from the horse and wagon to an automobile made possible by 
the generosity of the American Baptist Publication Society will gi’eatly 
facilitate his work and at the same time be less taxing upon his strength. 

Reports from the Field. 

Reports from the aided churches in the rural districts show not 
much change in these fields during the past year. For the most part 
the pastors have given faithful work which has brought to all outward 
seeming but scanty returns. Baptisms have been few in nearly all 
these churches and a slow decline in membership continues. 

The church at Canton has been faithfully served by the Rev. 
E. M. Bartlett in whom the people are heartily united. 

The United Baptist Churches of East Killingly are coming to- 
gether in unity of aim and effort which promises well for the future. 
The Rev . F. S. Leathers, who has been pastor for nearly a year has 
resigned and the church is looking for a new leader. 

The Rev. B. F. Nye has continued in charge of the work in North 
Colebrook during the year, and has succeeded in putting new life 
and interest into that field. Both the parsonage and the church 
have been repaired and painted and a Sunday School has been organ- 
ized and preaching services well maintained. In connection with 
the work of North Colebrook, he has also had charge of the Congre- 
gational Church at South Sandisfield, Mass. 

At South Colebrook the Rev. J. H. Knott, Pastor of the Congre- 
gational Church at Riverton, continues as supply. 

The Rev. B. D. Remmington, the faithful pastor at Colchester, 
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has had his heart cheered by conversions on the field and reports nine 
baptisms. The village of Colchester has become almost entirely 
Jewish in population, and presents one of those interesting and serious 
problems which are multiplying all over the State. Pastor Remmington 
and his wife are cultivating the acquaintance of their stranger neigh- 
bors and endeavoring by personal visitation and continuous kindness 
to win their confidence and esteem. In this worthy endeavor they are 
proving successful. 

The Eastford and Westford Churches are continuing to prosper 
under the vigorous leadership of Pastor Collins. His work is highly 
commended on both these fields. 

The old church at Ledyard has now a pastor of its own. Mr. 
Frank S. Robbins, a member of the Preston City Church, undertook 
the work left vacant by the departure of Mr. Prindle, and has suc- 
ceeded in building up quite a promising interest. A Council was called 
during the year and Mr. Robbins was formally set apart to the work 
of the gospel ministry. 

At Naugatuck Pastor Delzell and his able wife are striving hard 
to bring things to pass under some discouraging conditions. Some 
re-arrangement of the work in Union City will probably have to be 
made before any large success is attained. 

The Sterling HiU Church is now pastorless. 

Pastor Quayle at Voluntown has had the privilege of baptizing 
three but has found the work difficult. At South Woodstock, the 
young pastor, H. D. Pierce, has been recently ordained and condi- 
tions are looking up. Seven have been baptized and the church gen- 
erally encouraged. 

The Shailerville Mission, on the ground formerly occupied by 
the old Haddam Church, continues to flourish. There are some 
signs also of reviving life in the old church itself, and there is a pos- 
sibility that before very long a re-organization of the church may 
be effected, which will then undertake to carry on the work itself, 
aided by the Convention. 

The Third Norwich Church has been greatly strengthened and 
encouraged by federation with the small Methodist body in that 
part of the city. Rev. A. L. Tedford, a student at Newton has been 
called to the pastorate, and is taking hold of the work in an aggressive 
way. The floating indebtedness has been funded and the church is 
working now to free itself from this incumbrance. 

At West Hartford also there are signs of continued prosperity. 
The Rev. C. A. Boyd has been for a while giving his whole time and 
strength to the field. Fourteen have been baptized. The congrega- 
tion and the Sunday School are increasing in numbers and the out- 
look is very encouraging. The church is hoping that some arrange- 
ment may be made by which Mr. Boyd can continue as pastor, giving 
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his whole’ time to the work. Certainly everything ought to be done 
that can be to build up the work in this important district. 

Work among the Swedish Churches continues without important 
changes. The church at Waterbury has had a severe trial and for a 
time was greatly broken up. The former pastor, Rev. H. A. Newman, 
imbibed some strange notions and finally withdrew from the church, 
taking a part of the members with him. A few of these have come 
back but the church has been weakened financially and is still needing 
our help. Rev. C. H. Lager, a young student, has been on the field 
during the summer and has aided greatly in healing the breach among 
the people. 

The work of the Bridgeport Hungarian Church continues full 
of promise. Baptisms are very frequent; the congregations are large 
and the people enthusiastic and earnest in their endeavor to reach 
their countrymen with the Gospel. This little church is in its gen- 
erosity to the benevolent work of the denomination an object lesson 
to us all. 

Missions Among the Foreign-Born. 

As has been long foreseen the emphasis of our work is more and 
more coming to be placed upon the efforts we must put forth to reach 
with the Gospel message the foreign-born. The incoming tide of 
immigration is not stayed or diminished. Already the statistics of 
the census of 1910, startling as they were, are out of date. The dis- 
proportion between the old population of the native-born and the 
children of the stranger is constantly growing greater. With ever 
accelerated speed the dominion socially, economically and politically 
is passing into the hands of those who are not only alien in birth but 
diverse from us in national characteristics, habits of thought, and 
views of life. To bring these men and women under the power of the 
gospel of Christ is so essential that the work of evangelization is 
the paramount duty of the hour. 

It is a joy to report a prosperous year in our Missions. Sixty- 
five baptisms are in part the fruit of the year’s work as over against 
thirty-seven reported last year. 

The Italian work is especially encouraging. The old fields at 
Hartford, New Haven and Waterbury, are becoming strong centers 
of religious influence among the people of this nationality. The 
newer fields at Meriden, Wallingford, Bridgeport and Ansonia are 
full of promise. 

Rev. A. Roca after some months spent in Italy has returned 
and is wisely leading the Hartford brethren in ever enlarging service. 

At New Haven the Rev. Angelo DiDomenica is pushing on the 
work with his usual energy and success. During the summer a tent 
was pitched in one of the Italian centers of that city, and for several

weeks meetings were held every night. Sermons, gospel singing, 
and moving pictures attracted throngs to these services, and a great 
hold was gained on the hearts of the people. In all this Mr. DiDomen- 
ica was ably seconded by the brethren of the American churches. 

At Waterbury the need of a suitable place of worship is increas- 
ingly felt by Missionary Barone and his co-workers. It is hoped that 
a way will soon be found to satisfy these desires. 

The work in this Convention city so wisely guided by the brethren 
of the various churches and so enthusiastically carried on by our 
talented young brother. Rev. Rolando Giuffrida is assuming important 
proportions. Opportunity will be given before the Convention ad- 
journs for the delegates to visit the chapel in the western part of the 
city, and see something of this work at first hand. 

The work started at Bridgeport a year and a half ago continues 
to flourish. Rev. Mr. Martucci is the Missionary in charge. A 
chapel is an imperative need in this field. It should be mentioned 
in this connection that two young ladies, graduates of the Chicago 
Training School, are rendering invaluable aid in our Italian work.- 
Miss Mary Traver is associated with the work in New Haven and 
Miss Helen P. Story with the Bridgeport work. The heartfelt thanks 
of this Convention are due to the Woman’s American Baptist Home 
Mission Society through whose generosity it is. possible for us to have 
the services of these trained workers. 

1 wo new fields among the Italians have been opened during the 
year; one at Wallingford under the fostering care of Pastor Wm. T. 
Thayer and his devoted people, and one at Ansonia which is ably 
supported by Rev. E. E. Gates and the brethren of the First Baptist 
Church. The Rev. A. Amicarelli newly arrived from Italy was placed 
on the Wallingford field, and a young graduate of the Italian depart- 
ment connected with the Colgate University, Mr. Theodore DeLuca, 
assisted in beginning the work at Ansonia. It was Mr. DeLuca’s 
desire to return to Colgate and take up the regular college course 
but the development of the work at Ansonia was such as to lead him 
to arrange to enter Yale that he may still give some time and atten- 
tion to it. 

Among the Hungarians also the progress has been most encourag- 
ing. The Mission opened about a year ago at South Norwalk has 
developed. A beautiful chapel has been built at a cost of about three 
thousand dollars, and Missionary Kiss has been placed in charge of 
the work. He also visits Wallingford twice a month and ministers to 
the large numbers of Hungarians in that city. 

The work among the Slovaks at Torrington has been carried on 
by Brother Paul Skokan who in addition to his studies at Suffield 
has gone out to preach to his people two or more times a month. 

The need of supervision of this work among the Hungarians has 
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been so urgent that arrangements have been made with general 
Missionary L. L. Zboray to spend a third of his time in Connecticut. 
It is largely due to his untiring devotion and zeal that such commend- 
able progress has been made. 

Co-operation with the American Baptist Home Mission Society. 

Our relations with the Home Mission Society have been satis- 
factory. The brethren of the Society have become awake to the 
critical conditions in New England brought upon us by the rapidly 
changing population and are willing to co-operate with us in this 
mission work to the extent of their ability. An advance was made 
in the amount of money appropriated this year for use in this State, 
and we have reason to hope that as our needs multiply still larger sums 
will be available.

The Special Fund for Foreign Work. 

The $25,000 Fund started at the last meeting of the 
Convention for special work among the foreign-born and their children 
has not yet been fully completed. Some generous gifts, however, 
have been made and with these a most important work has been begun. 
It is the purpose to keep this fund in a permanent form by using 
it largely in building chapels for the use of our Missions. 

Out of the fund so gathered it was possible to build the Hun- 
garian Chapel in South Norwalk which is now in use. Other work 
of this kind is an immediate necessity. The need of the Italian breth- 
ren of Waterbury has already been mentioned. At Hartford and 
Bridgeport the need of chapels for the Italians is becoming urgent. 
The work among the Hungarians at Wallingford makes it apparent 
that before very long provision must be made for a meeting place 
among them. It is of great importance that the full sum of twenty- 
five thousand dollars be secured as quickly as possible and we bespeak 
the interest of all who are generously inclined. 

Finances. 

The condition of our finances will be manifest in the Report of 
the Treasurer, which is to follow. The rapid development of our work 
has made it necessary for us to assume obligations which were not 
foreseen at the beginning of the year. The responses from the churches 
have been not less generous than here-to-fore and we have had help 
from some unusual sources besides the enlarging income from our 
permanent fund. It will not be strange, however, if in spite of all this 
the debt has been increased. 
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One of the serious questions confronting us to-day is the where- 
with-all to carry on our work. The comparatively meagre^sum we are 
now able to command will soon prove altogether insufficient. The 
fifty cents per resident member, which we have set before us as an 
objective and which we have never yet attained will hardly give us 
funds enough to carry on our present work. Several important points 
especially among the Italians are waiting for us to occupy. Mr. 
DiDomenica is exceedingly anxious that we should re-enter Stamford 
and South Norwalk and he has in mind an excellent worker who can 
be secured for these fields. At a cost of $200 or $300 from our special 
fund the Chapel which we still hold in Stamford can be renovated for 
use and the new Hungarian Chapel in South Norwalk is in a good 
situation to reach not only the Hungarians but the Italians as well 
and we have no doubt that arrangements could be made for both 
nationalities to occupy the building. 

But how can we assume anj^ larger financial burden? There can 
be but one way and that is by enlarged gifts from the people. The 
“Committee on Apportionment’’ which is soon to make its report will 
recommend a method of apportionment which will put the matter of 
the amount to be expended squarely up to the churches. You will 
have the deciding voice in all these matters. Whatever you may 
order, whether advance or 'retreat the responsibility will be yours. 
This we all recognize as Baptistic. This is right. What will your 
answer be? 

Other Denominations and the Foreign Work. 

We are not alone in our appreciation of the magnitude and impor- 
tance of mission work among the foreign born. The other denomi- 
nations in the State are awake to their responsibility in the matter. 
The Protestant Episcopal Church has been the last of the larger 
denominations to undertake to reach these classes with services in their 
own tongues, but there has been a growing urgency in all their Annual 
Conventions in appealing to the churches to undertake the task. 
Last year a beginning was made by the employment of an Italian 
missionary who labored at Hartford and New Haven. This year 
they plan to still farther enlarge the work. 

At the last meeting of their Annual Convention the “Coninjission 
on Work among the Foreigners’’ expresses itself in the following 
significant statement: 

“Indications abound that the conscience of the Church is con- 
stantly quickening, and that there is a growing sense of responsibility 
toward those of foreign parentage who have become our neighbors. 
More and more it is evident not only that they need the church, but 
also that the church needs them, and that earnest, enthusiastic work 
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among these people is necessary not only for their well-being but for 
the church’s well-being also. When we remember that of every ten 
people we meet in Connecticut seven are of foreign parentage, it will 
be understood that not only the Church’s well-being, but her very 
being, her continued existence in some communities, depends upon 
the earnestness with which we work for the welfare of those from other 
lands dwelling with us as our neighbors and acquaintances, and 
largely unshepherded.” 

The Congregationalists also have been active in this work and 
have a larger number of Missions than any other denomination. One 
of the best students in the Seminary at Hartford last year has been 
sent to Italy for tvv^o years to study the language and get acquainted 
with the habits and customs of the people that he may be prepared 
on his return to take charge of their work among-the Italians. 

The work is so vast we need feel no petty jealousies at the efforts 
and successes of these our brethren, but there should spring up in all 
our hearts a feeling of generous rivalry and a sense of responsibility 
that shall make us eagerly determined to be second to none in efforts 
to help these who have come to us from other lands. There ought 
to be also in our hearts a feeling of profound gratitude to God that his 
blessing has been so abundant upon all our efforts. No Missions in 
the State are more flourishing than our own or are achieving greater 
results. Those who are acquainted with the work in this and other 
States, tell us that no better Missions are found anywhere or those 
more full of promise than our Missions among tfie Italians and Hun- 
garians. Surely the signs and tokens of God’s blessings in this work 
are not lacking. 


What Shall We Do? 

In view of the above facts, what shall be the plan of operation 
for the coming year? Unless the churches can be aroused to more 
generous giving we can hardly continue the work we have in hand 
and yet there are new fields as important and as full of promise as 
any upon which we have entered that are waiting for us to enter in 
and occupy in our Master’s name. Shall we re-dedicate ourselves to 
the task and with a new spirit of devotion undertake the larger work 
which evidently awaits us or have we grown weary and shall we draw 
back and see another take our crown? Unless we are mistaken in 
our interpretation of this new spirit of interest awakened among the 
people, we are sure the command will be to go forward. We await 
your command. The Board can only do what you churches permit 
us to do in this work. 
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The Final Recompense. 

Whatever it may cost this present generation to lay the founda- 
tions and start the superstructure, there can be no question in regard 
to the final reward. It is as true to-day as when the promise fell from 
the lips of the Divine Master, “and he that reapeth receiveth wages 
and gathereth fruit unto life eternal.’’ To any one who has ever 
witnessed the devotion and fervor and earnestness of these new con- 
verts to Protestant Christianity, there can be no question but what 
they are bringing to American Churches an element we are beginning 
tnoroughly to need. There can be no question but what this new 
amalgam now going on will produce a strong and virile type of Chris- 
tianity that will go on to the achievement of large things in the King- 
dom of God. We shall not see the fulfillment of this in this generation, 
but our children and our children’s children will rise up and call us 
blessed who with wise foresight, toiled and sacrificed that they might 
enter into our labors.

Charles Edward Prior, the Treasurer, presented his 
report. 

Voted, That the report of the Treasurer be accepted, 
with the privilege of amending it to include all moneys re- 
ceived before the printing of the minutes. 

An offering was received amounting to $53.38. 

Rev. A. H. Boutwell presented the report on Nomination 
of Trustees.

Rev. C. R. McNally was called to the chair. 

Voted, That the Chairman of the Nominating Com- 
mittee be authorized to cast one ballot for the names pre- 
sented; upon his doing so they were declared elected. 

Rev. J. N. Lackey read Acts 1:1-11 and offered prayer. 

Rev. H. J. White, D.D., preached the annual sermon, 
taking for his text Acts 1 :8, the topic, “A Witnessing Church.” 

“But ye shall receive power, when the Holy Spirit is come upon 
you; and ye shall be my witnesses both in Jerusalem and in all Judea 
and Samaria and unto the uttermost part of the earth. Act 1:8. 

It is very likely that these are our Master’s last words. Spoken 
at such a time, from such a man, with an open tomb behind him, 
with Heaven opening before him, his last words are of utmost impor- 
tance. Into this word Christ condenses the reciprocal relations 
which He and His church shall hold in the age that is opening. He 
tells His disciples what He will do for them, and what they may do 
for Him. He pledges to them His power, in the personal presence of

the Holy Spirit, while they are to be His witnesses to a needy world. 
He tells them what He expects of them, and provides for their needs. 

In short, the Church is to witness for Christ in the power of the Holy 
Spirit. Let us give our most earnest consideration to our Saviour’s 
last and supreme message to His church. 

1. What Does Christ Expect of Us? 

It is absolutely clear. There is no possible room for debate. 
Our Lord expects His church to be a body of witnesses for Him and 
to Him. A Christian has one business and one message; to exalt 
Jesus Christ as both Saviour and Lord. It is interesting to note that 
the Greek word for witness in our text is “Martus.” “Ye shall be 
my martyrs,” Jesus said, and so fully did the followers of Jesus our 
Master give themselves to the life and the testimony even to the 
death that the word “Martyr” has come to mean one who gives his 
very life in loyalty to a beloved leader or a sacred cause. 

Christianity, mediated through a human agent is ministered 
through human instruments. Witnessing is two-fold in function. 
Receiving and Revealing. The Christian must be both disciple and 
apostle. He must sit at the Master’s feet, and he must go before his 
Master’s face. Before he can say, “Behold your God,” he must himself 
have seen the glory of God in the face of Jesus Christ. He must be 
able to say with John, “That which we have seen and heard declare 
we unto you,” for “This is the message which we have heard from 
him and announce unto you.” The church must possess what George 
Fox called “the inner light” before it can “send the light.” Like 
the disciples on the resurrection day, it must be able to say We 
have seen the Lord,” before it is ready to meet Greeks or Koreans 
who say, “We would see Jesus.” It must witness before it can bear 
witness. 

But perhaps we are pressed by those who ask, What shall we 
witness?” and if in reply we say, “Witness the Gospel of Christ in 
word and walk,” they respond, “What is the Gospel of Christ? 
and suddenly we find ourselves face to face with the question which 
is so vital and is become today so mooted, “What authority shall 
decide for us what is faith and what the gospel?” And we shall find 
that several loud answers are being given to this question. Rome 
contends that the Pope is the one infallible authority; Cardinal 
Gibbon’s recent dream of church unity pivoting on the universal 
acceptance of Papal authority. On the other hand the Subjectivists 
or Rationalists led by Martineau and Sabatier claim that the human 
reason is the final court of authority, spurning both Pope and Bible. 
We, the Protestants, so-called, in the main, hold our old-time posi- 
tion, that Jesus Christ as revealed in the New Testament to the 
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Spirit taught believer, is the supreme and satisfying authority in 
religion. Between these three leading positions it ought not to be 
hard for a candid earnest soul to choose. The first two are human 
authorities, one ecclesiastical and tyrannical, the other proudly 
intellectual but fundamentally false to the facts of being and exper- 
ience while claiming to be scientific. The Christian disciple turns 
from them and falls at the pierced feet of Christ, saying, “My Lord, 
and my God, believing that He is “The Way, the Truth, and the 
Life,” and finding by experience that faith leads him into freedom 
while yielding to Him who said, “All authority is given unto Me 
in heaven and on earth.” One is our Master, even Christ. 

The gospel, then, for which the martyrs of Christ are to live or 
die, is the story of Jesus Christ so declared and so lived that His 
teaching. His ideals. His life. His Spirit, His motives, His death. His 
resurrection. His glory^ His Saviourhood, and His Lordship shall 
be understood by those who are in sin and darkness. To bear witness 
to Christ worthily, is to do far more than repeat words of His or words 
about Him. The witness himself must be the living incarnation 
of what he declares. Paul wrote that “it pleased God to reveal His 
Son, in me” and because of this He could also write, “They glorified 
God in me.” As in Christ so in His disciples was the “law drawn out 
in living characters.” ■ Let us remind ourselves that outer glory is 
in proportion to inner life. O Church of Christ, today’s martyrs, 
before you plan another campaign or inaugurate another church-wide 
movement spend at . least one night before the eternal altar, with 
helmet and sword laid at His pierced feet. Yours is a crusader’s task. 
Come, take a fresh vital spiritual pilgrimage through the Gospel’s 
Holy Land. Press with the throngs who see him buried in Jordon. 

Sit down in Bethany’s home with His friends and listen to His 
voice with Mary and Lazarus. Behold the blinded disciples on 
their faces there on the Mount of Transfiguration. Enter the Upper 
Room humbly, but with wondering appreciation mark' every deed and 
word of that significant place and hour. Go, once more, through the 
shadows of the olives, awake where the others slept, and stand with 
new faith and love, with John, and the Master’s mother, as he, the 
Lamb of God, is slain, dying, “the just for the unjust that He might 
bring us to God.” Run with John and Peter to the sepulcher, in the 
early morning, and hear as if for the first time, the eternal message, 
“He is risen, see the place where the Lord lay.” Look up to the place 
where the Lord is. Then, with heart filled with wonder, love and 
praise go forth to men so incandescent with His glory and so beauti- 
ful in His simplicity that men will say, “It is the Lord.” The gospel 
is newer and more wonderful today than it ever was. It can stir and 
condemn and save and transform as it never did, for now it is reaching 
society and nations. It can send men to better life, to truer deeds. 
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to wider service and to longer journeys than ever in the history of 
the Church. Only give Christ right of way. Make him Lord of All 
and new miracles will blaze in His pathway ! 

But how shall it be witnessed before men? 

By all the old ways purified of cant and lifeless forms, and by a 
thousand new ways suitable to our age. Fundamentally, each dis- 
ciple is a witness, a martyr, daily dying to live. By beautiful con- 
siderate love, touching men in the repeating contacts of life with the 
same vital virtue which passed through the healing robe of the Master. 
The very fringes of personality alive with the subtle heavenly bless- 
ing. Personal witnessing must be immensely increased. It is the 
most searching test of sincereity. The primary impulse of a redeemed 
soul is to find its brother and bring him. We must learn to do what 
Henry Clay Trumbull learned to do; make it the rule of life, when 
talking with an individual and we find that we have the right to 
introduce our topic of conversation, to press the claims of Jesus 
Christ. There must be more definiteness in our social contacts. We 
must start our soul hunting. Game is not procured without intent, 
equipment and effort. Consider our foreign population, our Con- 
necticut opportunity and our great immediate duty with foreigners. 
The personal social contact is incomparably more effective than 
public preaching to those who may come to stated services. These 
eager eyed children of Europe come here for more than mere financial 
gain. They long for those higher things which have made America 
free and great. How shall they get our best? I answer, by personal 
contacts sought by us. What is being done by our Christian women 
to reach the women who come to us? Our mission circles listen with 
keen interest to the women returning from India and China as they 
tell of their work for heathen women, but under our church eves 
are women for whom Christ died, possessing wonderful possibilities 
for true motherhood and Christian womanhood, and also possessing 
portentious powers for destroying the very foundations of our coun- 
try. Language limitations? There are no limitations to the language 
of love in social intercourse, or in the ministry to the children of these 
aliens. A witnessing church will enter this unoccupied field at once. 
We must raise up witnesses among each nationality in order that all 
may be reached. We are just perceiving this on our foreign field and 
our Boards are adopting policies which make prominent the work 
of training native leaders. We at home must have more lay preachers, 
both native and foreign. Our state is dotted with unchurched coun- 
try villages. In some places old rotten meeting houses, with boarded 
windows, over the portals of these old churches, we may write “Icha- 
bod”, the glory is departed. Who shall bear witness to .Christ in 
these communities? Ordained ministers cannot be found for them. 
We must make more of this new testament plan of using our mem- 
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bers as witnesses. We must send our laymen out to schoolliouses 
and deserted churches to gather the shepherdless people to the Good 
Shepherd. I am told that in one Connecticut village some Jewish 
farmers have requested the Baptists to start a Sunday School for 
their children! Is not God giving us divine hints as to how to solve 
these strange new problems? Years ago many of our country churches 
were led by unordained. Godly deacons of spiritual minds and solid 
character, with well read Bibles and fervent prayer life, led their 
neighbors in worship and the study of truth. It is refreshing and sig- 
nificant to see this grace of witnessing in the elemental souls of our 
redeemed foreign-born brethren. In a street meeting of our Hungarian 
Baptists in Bridgeport some weeks ago, it is reported that with deadly 
opposition, jeering and threatening from doors and windows, the 
greatest difficulty was experienced, not in securing witnesses but in 
selecting from the volunteers, for we are told, “every man wanted 
to speak.’’ Ah, that is apostolic. O, that God would lay the martyr’s 
mantle upon all our members! Would God that not only Eldad, and 
Medad, but all the Lord's people were prophets. 

Of course the prophesying must be backed by consistent life 
which ethically verifies the reality of our profession. A witnessing 
church must stand foursquare on all moral issues. It must be purged 
from the taint of alliance with industrial and moral slavery, and all 
social injustice before the multitudes will hear our message. 

The poor will spurn our offer of the “bread of life’’ if they feel 
that the church is in any way responsible for their lack of daily bread. 
Our preachers may teach that “man doth not live by bread only’’ 
but they must not be suspected of not caring whether there be any 
bread at all. 

Each disciple must know that he must be a witness with anvil 
or plow, with pen or dollar, with the ballot and with all his life equip- 
ment. The day of the, religion of petrified forms is slowly but surely 
passing. Formal ecclesiasticism is making its last stand here in 
America. That church which can witness forth a beautiful life through 
the garments and equipments and contacts of common life has the 
sure promise of widest success. The denomination which can quicken 
the conscience of Democracy, and can lead in the exemplification of 
brotherhood shall be like the “River of God’’ at its flood. That body 
of Christians which can not only preach Christian ideals but live them 
gladly and fearlessly in the power of Him who gave them shall have 
no earthly limits to its conquests. 

2. What May We Expect of Christ? 

He has committed unto us the noblest and hardest task in aU 
the universe of God. To complete it requires divine power for we are 
expected to lift men up to divine service to mankind is an old dream. 
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The Greek philosophers were heart broken because of it, and the 
Roman sages repeated it as the best thought of man. To go forth 
and be fishers of men is a holy ambition felt by lonely Buddha’s, fiery 
Mohammeds and earnest Platos, but millenniums passed by and 
men came and sinned and sighed and died. Their would-be saviours 
held beautiful ideals before their eyes, and some here and there at- 
tempted to fulfill them only to sink back with a keener sense of their 
impotency than before. Brrt at length, in the fulness of time, our 
Master came, born of a woman and environed by common things. 
From his lips fell the perfect ideals which nineteen centuries have 
tested by experience and found flawless. They were underwritten 
by his own life and pledged by his death and resurrection. These 
ideals are presented to men now as the way of life and peace, and 
although they are incomparably higher than the ideals of others, 
they, are not impossible like the rest, for Christ is the only teacher 
who was with the ideals provided ample for their fulfillment. The 
cruellest mockery that man can know would have been perpetrated 
had Christ come and exhibited his perfections and then left us to 
our unaided sin-rotted natures. But the gospel of Christ is good 
news because it tells of One who not only gives eternally final ideals 
but who also gives a new nature, a changed heart, a life from above 
and his own abiding Spirit. He enables us to fulfill his own heavenly 
life. “Ye shall receive power when the Holy Spirit is come upon you.’’ 
He not only’ commissions, he fits out, he equips, providing all things 
that are necessary for the witness and his task. The highest cruelty 
of this age is its idealism unprovided with power. Christ is dis- 
honored and men are robbed when such teaching comes from Chris- 
tian pulpit. Our Lord told a man to stretch forth a withered arm, 
and there was life there in time to meet the faith which attempted it. 
The Master bade the paralytic at the pool of Siloam to take up his 
old mattress and walk, and the man found immediate strength for 
work and walk. And when he says to us as he does today, “Ye shall 
be my witnesses in New Haven and Putnam, Colebrook and Groton, 
in America and to the uttermost part of the earth,’’ he knows that to 
be witnesses we must have light, that never was on sea or land, 
life that transcends biology and psychology, peace that passeth 
understanding, and power that saves and transforms, so that sinners 
who were beggered and blind shall say “One thing we know that 
whereas we were blind, now we see.’’ Christ mediates all this, and 
by his Spirit fits and furnishes the believer for his mission in life. 
That selfish and dishonoring conception of discipleship which makes 
it merely an escape from hell or a smug exemption from moral and 
social responsibility is swept away by this divine expectation of our 
Divine Lord. The solemn question of this hour is, are we personally 
and as churches and as a denomination witnessing in the power of 
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the Holy Spirit? We have repudiated the rule of those who claim 
to be the “vicars of Christ on earth” for we believe that the Holy 
Spirit is his only eternal Vicar. But has the Spirit right of way in 
our lives? Are we today easily available to him? We have stood 
for a water baptism that signifies the spiritual death and resurrection 
of the believer, but have we held as forcefully and constantly for 
the baptism of the Spirit for each new convert?^ Do we as Baptists 
realize that if we stand for a personal and spiritual interpretation 
of religion we must be spiritually powerful? Let us be consistent 
with our own faith, and with the Christ who hath saved us with his 
own precious blood. He who sent us as his Father sent him, opened 
for us the right to become the Sons of God and to be indwelt by the 
Eternal Spirit, a dignity of station and nature to which angels and 
seraphim dare not aspire. But even greater than the honor is the task 
he gives us. Indeed the task is the greatest honor that heaven can 
bestow. Greater than creation or dominion is the work of saving 
immortal souls. To make it possible Christ came and lived and died. 
Is it any wonder then that it engaged his last moments on earth and 
drew from him his last words? 

But great as it is, and insufficient as we are, there is abundance 
in the help that is available. Let us not forget how He fitted that 
little band of disciples to whom He spoke our text. To them came 
the Spirit, first as a Comforter to allay fears and plant courage. Soon 
He began that illuminating ministry of teaching by which the things 
of Christ were found to fit the eternal redemptive plans of God. And 
on the day of Pentecost he came upon them with the irresistable might 
of Jehovah and Simon the fisherman became Petros the rock-like 
witness for Christ. Then was fulfilled the prophecy of Zechariah, 
“In that day shall Jehovah defend the inhabitants of Jerusalem; and 
he that is feeble among them at that day shall be as David; and the 
house of David shall be as God, as the angel of Jehovah before them.” 

Pentecostal victories wait upon us, ready to set the nations on 
fire for Christ. But we must fulfil Pentecostal conditions. God’s 
harvests of souls depend upon spiritual law as inexorably as earthly 
harvests on physical laws. Without the Spirit of Christ we are a 
poor common lot at best, and the things we seek to do are above and 
beyond us as far as a star from a chimney spark. But with God s 
blessed Spirit possessing us all things are possible best of all this wit- 
nessing task is possible yet certain of fulfilment.

REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON THE STATE OF RELIGION 

IN THE CHURCHES 

Mr. President, Delegates to the Convention and Friends: 

The Convention, in the opinion of your Committee, has in recent 
years become more and more what may be termed a working Con- 
vention. Social conditions have been such as to attract and hold the 
attention and the desire has been strong to know the facts and to 
lay our plans of work to meet the actual situation. Our meetings have 
not been less inspirational than in former years, but the inspiration 
has been of a different quality. We have been moved by the needs of 
humanity. We have caught visions of spiritual dearth and also felt 
profoundly the possibility of spiritual refreshment, provided human 
consecration to service received the divine anointing of the Holy 
Spirit. We as a Committee believe therefore that you desire from us 
the truth concerning spiritual conditions within the churches of our 
Denomination, including shadows as well as lights, as a basis for plans 
to be laid for the coming year. We recognize the task is difficult. But 
you have appointed us to it, and we must do our best to achieve it. 
Knowing the narrowness of the individual’s horizon, we conceived the 
idea of securing a composite of the opinions of not a few Christians, 
laymen as well as ministers, from country as well as city. We would 
endeavor to keep our own minds sensitive to the letter and spirit of 
these opinions, and give you a portrait of the religious situation. More 
than sixty individuals were asked to allow us to focus our attention 
upon their minds in action along these lines. More than thirty re- 
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Spondee! to our request. We sent to all a brief circular, simply as 
indicating some of the matters which we considered of prime import- 
ance, but with the express desire that each should feel unhampered 
in the expression of that which was in the mind. 

Every reply was impressive. The sentiments within them were 
more harmonious than we might expect, so varies was the situation 
of the respective writers. As would naturally be the case, certain 
features are verj^ marked in. the respective communications but in 
the Composite each of these is more or less modified. We wish we 
might read you some of these letters in their entirety, but time will 
not permit. It is sufficient to say that the letters indicate sincere 
honesty of purpose to speak the truth, even when it is unpleasant 
to do so, the whole truth, honesty compelling it, and nothing but the 
truth, since this is what we want to know. We shall endeavor to give 
you as fair an assembling of the various views as we can. We are no 
experts at plate developing and in printing out, we oft-times get our 
pictures too light or too dark. We will do our best which will doubtless 
even then be open to criticism. After giving you the Composite, we 
will close with extracts from one epistle that portrays the apparent 
complex spiritual emotions with which your Committee views the 
result of their work. 

The Circular itself seems to have had a mission. One pastor 
read it to his congregation and asked what should be' his reply. Another 
presented it to his midweek meeting and those in attendance gave 
replies to the queries, which the pastor incorporated in his letter. 

First, the prayer feature. Does the spirit of prayer prevail? 
“No,” bluntly replies one. “Yes, our churches believe the prayer 
meeting to be the secret place of the Most High, where Christians 
receive strength and power for the work before them;” is the reply of 
another. In the Composite, we are obliged to say that the first reply 
cited has the greater prominence. “Only by effort of the imagination” 
one writes, “can the midweek meeting be called a prayer meeting.” 

“Fewer and fewer are willing to pray, even in our mission circles,” 
says a sister. Few pray without being called upon, which indicates 
lack of spontaneity in prayer. Prayer in public and at the family 
altar seems to have become less prevalent. Such are some of the 
opinions expressed. But the situation is modified by the frequent 
references to “the inner circle, the church within a church,” as also by 
the occasional assurance that this and that assembly of Christians is 
given to fervent and earnest supplication. We are obliged in candor 
to see that the portrait has a certain weakness of expression because 
the prayer feature is not sufficiently strong. We wish we might 
truthfully take a different view. 

As to church activities, are the churches putting their strength 
into work that promises spiritual results, or are their activities largely

confined to various devices for social pleasures and the raising of 
money for current expenses? There is a variety of answers. One 
pastor wishes his people might devise more schemes to raise current 
expenses that they might not always be in arrears. But in general 
the opinion seems to be that the churches are putting forth great effort 
to draw and entertain and so hold a congregation. I will quote the 
statement of one. “It looks as though, because the Devil has proved 
a good fisherman, we had better use his kind of bait. We give shows 
that the cheapest theatres can beat, and with our little Magic Lanterns 
try to outmove the Movies.” Several think one great obstacle to the 
advance of Christ’s Kingdom is an abnormal love of pleasure and 
indifference to the Gospel. There is a general consensus of opinion 
that people have gone wild over pleasure. One writes, of course from 
a local standpoint, “the best of otrr church members leave their posts 
of duty far too readily in response to the calls of worldly business and 
pleasure.” That seems rather strong language. But have the brethren 
exaggerated thfs feature? One from a city church writes, “members 
give the church second and third rate place. The place of amusement 
is full every time opened and a large percentage of the members are 
there instead of attending the church services. The situation is appal- 
ling. The people have gone wild over pleasure.” Yet there is an 
earnest testimony from one of our foreign speaking churches. “We 
pay as we go and have no use for any suppers, fairs, etc., in our church. 
Worldly pleasures were cut out long ago.” But this feature in our 
church life stands out very prominently. An inordinate love of 
worldly pleasure and an intense desire for entertainment characterize 
many, very many of our church members and in this fact lies a marked 
element of weakness and inefficiency. 

Again, how about the open door to service offered by the presence 
within our borders of the many thousands of unsaved foreigners? 
The impression received is this. The inner circle is profoundly inter- 
ested in work for these people. And in those places where missions 
have been established, there is a growing interest. But in many 
places nothing is done and little interest is felt and nowhere are the 
churches measuring up to the work in a way that is commensurate 
with the situation. Yet there is abundant testimony that the Master 
is putting the seal of His Divine approval upon such efforts as are 
being put forth. Conversions are occurring and the Christianized, 
Americanized foreigner is, in his fidelity to religious truth and in his 
practical conceptions of morality an example to many, who have 
known the evangel from childhood. 

Another feature of our portrayal of spiritual conditions we would 
present accurately, namely, the moral standing of the average, every- 
day Christian in the community. Truly Christ’s cause is greatly 
affected by the standards of morality as shown in the practical and 
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public lives of professors of faith. We confess that it is difficult to 
show you a Composite of the views .presented. One harks back a 
hundred years for his standard and believes there is less immorality 
and unfaithfulness now than then. Others note an improvement in 
social condition in this their day. Another says, there do not seem 
to be many Christians whose lives are marked by high moral standards, 
by benevolence and public spirit. He supports his position by facts 
which have come to his personal knowledge. Still another speaks of 
a general laxity in Sunday observance, a willingness to condone ques- 
tionable -practices and apathy in temperance work. Yet another 
speaks from personal experience evidently when he says, that Jericho 
robbers are not drawing cards to the synagogue, especially for those 
who have been robbed. Here is the picture. We conclude it is the 
case of the fiy in the ointment; the bit of soot on a snow white garment; 
the pimple on a man’s nose; the rotten apple in the barrel. At all 
events in spite of the blemish there shines the meek, loving, quiet, 
sweet discipleship that exists in every true church. Salt of the earth. 
Light of the world. A Judas cannot neutralize the influence of a John, 
much less the combined influence of all the faithful. The power of evil 
men is tremendous. But the pure, loving and strong have abiding 
in them something of the divine. The Holy Spirit makes them efficient. 

A strong and definite feature is interdenominational courtesy and 
co-operation. The belief that love and fair play characterize the 
churches of different names outweights all opinions to the contrary. 
There is not perfect harmony in the letters. One says fair play exists 
but not love. Another is positive that love and fair play do not 
characterise interdenominational relations. In one locality conditions 
are improving. But such expressions as “ideal,” “most satisfactory,” 
“anxious to unite with other Christian bodies for the purpose of 
carrying on the work of the kingdom” show that the prevailing spirit 
is fraternal. This showing is very gratifying. We rejoice over it. 

As to the work of the State Convention, in-so-far as mention was 
made of it, returns betoken enthusiasm and deep interest. Of course 
those who are indifferent to -religious life and service in general are 
indifferent to this work as well. But it would seem that next to the 
local church comes the State Convention in most localities. There 
is a sense of responsibility for the work at 'our very door and a desire 
that it be vigorously prosecuted As for the regions beyond, interest 
varies from unconcern to profound interest in the extension of -the 
kingdom of Christ . 

Now as to a very vital matter. Namely, the desire for a revival 
in the spiritual condition of the churches. There are those who long 
for a revival. Some are preparing themselves for a divine visitation, 
thus showing that their own hearts have been already quickened. 
But even in this matter, evidence of the need of quickening grace is 
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seen in the fact that there is much lukewarmness and indifference 
among the many. An aged saint writes, what seems to set forth the 
general situation, “a few desire and pray for a refreshing from on 
high, but it does not seem to be a general desire. Oh! for an outpour- 
ing and shaking we so much need.” 

Now we have detected in our correspondents no pessimistic 
spirit. Many have a spirit rather of expectancy. Others show a 
resolute and jietermined spirit which changed conditions cannot 
subdue. For prospects are as bright as the promises of God. There 
are also many significant signs that inspire hope. There is a more 
general study of the Bible than ever. Emphasis is being placed upon 
man’s duty and opportunity to his fellow man, which find expression 
in various helpful humanities. Money is being poured out for evangel- 
ism as never before. 

You may wonder that we have not dealt more with the statistics 
of the year. We have examined some of them. They do not seem to 
us to be materially calculated to encourage or to discourage. They 
surely are not such as to fill us with pride. But for our faith in the 
ultimate results of consecrated service, we would be disheartened that 
so many thousands of enrolled Christians and the expenditure of so 
much money produce so small a harvest in terms of converts to Christ. 

The results of our effort to produce a composite of such views as 
have been presented to us, are before you. We have tried to be 
honest in the use of information furnished us. We know, however, as 
we said before, that we are very poor at developing plates, and in 
printing out, we are apt to get our picture too light or too dark to be 
pleasing to all. But we thank those who have assisted us to our 
conclusions, and trust we have not too grossly misrepresented your 
views. Now, according to promise, we will close with extracts from 
one of the letters received, a fair sample in it’s expressions of the many. 

“'My Dear Thotnpson: 

Your questions are too difficult to be answered. One cannot 
generalize and give the whole truth about religious conditions. As 
always there are the two aspects of the religious life observable. 
Does the spirit of prayer prevail? Yes, if I think of the few loyal, 
earnest saints I know. No, if I think of the worldly and careless and 
prayerless, who form the majority of my flock. The majority of those 
who do anything at all in the church are conscientiously working for 
spiritual results. Splendid, sacrificing toil goes into evangel-bearing, 
character-forming work. But again, few there be that do it. The real 
church within the nominal church is spiritual in aim and method. 
Not much else is done but what these do. 

Yes, Christians as a rule, as I know them, are people of honesty, 
justice, kindness and uprightness. Much attention has been paid to 
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the ethical demands of religion and with good results. They are 
benevolent and public spirited in a sense. Not yet, however, is there 
a keen sense of responsibility for public affairs. The awaking of the 
civic conscience has yet to come. A few, possibly one third are 
missionary in spirit. Two or three in a hundred think about the need 
for spiritual revival — no more. 

People surprise and astonish me by their goodness, as well as by 
their lack of downright earnestness. They are so good^ and so lacking 
in goodness. Sometimes it seems as though I could not stand the 
indifference, but must get away from it. Then I rejoice, and again 
rejoice, in the fellowship with people, who in piety, and fervency 
of spirit, faithfulness and goodness, are God’s own saints, whom I 
love with all my heart, and to part from them would be sad indeed. 

What is the condition in my church? Who can tell? I weep over 
it, and then almost burst with pride and joy over it. It almost breaks 
my heart. But where could such good people be found?

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Address, Rev. L. L. Zboray, “The Hungarian Awaken- 
ing.” 

(tidings from the field) 

The Hungarians in their own country are more interested in the 
Gospel than in anything else; there is already a great awakening; 
they are trying to build an orphanage to save the children. As they 
have come to this country they have caught something of the American 
fire and are burning with desire to preach to their own people. They 
are giving and praying nobly. A little chapel has been built at Bridge- 
port, it was intended to seat 120 but last Sunday 220 crowded into it. 
We have begun work in South Norwalk, and God is opening hearts to 
receive the truth, and even the Catholics are helping in many ways. 
The chapel is an attractive center for them. 

President Nicholson told of the effort that is being made to 
establish a theological school at Bridgeport for the Hungarians, 
Russians and Lithuanians, and spoke of it as one of the most important 
matters before the Convention at present. 

Mr. Charles P. Walker, the newly eleeted Vice President of the 
Convention, told of the “Tent work among Italians.” He described 
the beginning of the work in New Haven and told of the progress and 
some of the results of the meetings for 35 days at an expense of $360. 
The average attendance was 300, and excellent order was maintained, 
some came with fear at first but soon learned to enjoy the services; 
and now the gospel songs are being sung in homes and on the streets. 

Rev. Angelo Di Domenica spoke of the eight Italian 
Missions in the State. 

There are Italians enough in several other places to w<arrant the 
work for them. The Baptist views are such as to especially appeal 
to the Italians. Four young men from the New Haven Italian church 
are studying for the ministry. Three have returned to Italy, and one 
is trying to start a Baptist work in his own town. In the work at 
Wallingford the first Italian physician to accept Christ has come out 
boldly for Christ and testifies, as he goes to the homes, of the worth 
of Christ. 

Rev. Knoblock, of the German Chm'ch at Bridgeport: 

There are now 285 German churches in the United States with 
30,800 members; the beginning of this work was like a grain of mustard 
and which has grown and spread its branches over the pountry. The 
first work was done in 1843. Last year we gave for benevolence more 
than $125,000, and our German churches in this State raised $7,677.15; 
34 have been added by Baptism the past year. 
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Rev. Wm. F. Nj^e, of North Colebrook, spoke of the 
discouragements when he went there. Only a very few 
members, the buildings in need of repairs; but these have 
been repaired. The congregation increased from three to 
fifty-three, and a Sunday School started by request of the 
people, in a schoolhouse, where there is not a Christian to 
teach them. 

Rev. H. F. Adams told of his efforts to reach some of the 
Italians in New London, and their responsiveness. There are 
1,281 Italians in our city. 

Rev. L. L. Zboray introduced Rev. Mr. Yoo, who gave 
all his property, |3,000, to help establish the orphanage for 
the Hungarians. 

Rev. J. R. Stubbert pronounced the benediction, and 
the Convention adjourned until 7.30 p. m. 


TUESDAY EVENING. 

At 6.15 p. m. quite a number visited the new Italian 
' Chapel, where' Rev. Rolando Giuffrida told of the Italian 
work in Meriden. 

At 7 p. m. there was an organ recital by Frank C. Hill 
organist. First Baptist Church, Meriden. 

President Nicholson called the Convention to order at 
7.30 p. m. Rev. Wm. F. Newton conducted the praise 
service. Rev. C. A. Boyd presented the report of the Com- 
mittee on Bible Schools. 

REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON BIBLE SCHOOLS 
Dear Brethren: 

Your Committee 'respectfully submits the following report for 
your consideration: 

The Committee met at Hartford, December 23, one member 
absent. Plans for six definite pieces of work were passed upon, four 
of which have been accomplished with some degree of satisfaction. 

1. The Committee planned to secure the presentation of Bible 
School work on the program of this Convention. Conferences with the 
Program Committee through the medium of Dr. Coats were successful. 
We herewith record our gratitude for the opportunities of this session. 
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2. The second task was to secure statistics from the schools and 
by means of correspondence assist them to better things. Statistics 
were gathered from (1) the State Association office, (2) the State 
Sunday School Convention (Baptist Conference), (3) and in a series of 
Institutes. Without the facts secured in this survey we could not have 
met the needs. 

Correspondence was opened with the denominational headquarters 
at Boston and literature secured which has been distributed in not a 
few schools. 

3. A third task was to assist local schools by means of conferences, 
addresses, etc. The Chairman addressed the following schools: 
First, Meriden; Calvary, New Haven; First, New Haven; First, 
Danbury. Addresses and conferences were delivered and held with 
the Hartford Baptist Ministers’ Conference and the Baptist Conference 
of the State Sunday School Association. 

4. A fourth task was to hold a series of Institutes throughout the 
State. During the month of June nine institutes were held at the 
following centers; Putnam, Willimantic, New London, New Haven, 
Bridgeport, Waterbury, Winsted, New Britain and Hartford. The 
Publication Society loaned us Rev. W. E. Chalmers, Educational 
Secretary, and Mr. H. V. Meyer, manager of the Boston House. 
The State Sunday School Association loaned Miss Wilhelmina Stooker, 
Elementary Specialist. Dr. Coats led the party and Rev. C. R. 
McNally, a member of the Committee, and Rev. C. A. Boyd, pastor of 
the West Hartford Church, completed the party. Other workers in 
the State assisted at several of the Institutes and the program pre- 
sented was very strong and helpful. 

The attendance at most of these Institutes was good, just about 
one-half of the schools in the State being represented by delegates. 
In some of them every school in the section covered was represented. 

In all of the meetings there was manifested a deep interest in 
the development of the Bible School, and an earnest desire on the 
part of pastors, officers and teachers to make a real advance in numbers, 
efficiency and spirituality. 

Testimonies have been received by your Committee from various 
parts of the State to the helpfulness and value of these Institutes. 

These Institutes not only met the Bible School needs, but through 
the co-operation of the State Organization of Baptist Young People, 
Rev. C. R. McNally, President, a large number of young people’s 
'societies received helpful inspiration and definite instruction. 
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In view of the fact that the school of the church, as a department, 
is the most vital factor in church growth, we would recommend; 

1. That this Convention plan annually to give one 
session to the Bible School Work. 

2. That every Baptist Church in the State should 
secure a copy of the “Baptist Sunday School Standard of 
Efficiency,” “Folder No. 2,” with amplifications under each 
head; should examine it carefully and after full debate adopt 
it as its school’s objective. 

While your Committee does not wish to put its desire into the 
form of a recommendation, it expresses the hope that the time may not 
be far away when the Convention may see its way clear to place a 
man in the State field whose special duties will be to promote the 
interests of the evangelistic. Young People’s and Bible School Depart- 
ments of our own State work.

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REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON OBITUARIES 

Some of those who have met with us in these annual gatherings 
to -report their labors, and rejoice with others who have been reaping, 
have heard the Master’s call to a higher service, and we stop a moment 
to recall their work, that we may be aroused to better service. 

Rev. Romanzo A. Nichols 

Rev. R. A. Nichols was born in North Adams, Mass., in 1S40, 
and died in a sanitorium in Norwich, Conn., December 16, 1912. 

He came to Hartford when 33 years of age to work as letter 
carrier. At that time he suffered several shocks, and made a resolution 
that if the use of his voice, which he had lost, was restored, he would de- 
vote himself to the ministry. He remembered his promise to God. He 
conducted a mission at the Second Baptist Church of Waterbury 
in 1891; when it was a mission, and after Murphy, the temperance 
revivalist, left the city he continued the temperance rallies there. 
He was pastor of the Second Baptist Church eight years, and of the 
church at Cheshire four years; then he accepted a call to West 
Wadsworth, Vt. For three years he was a member of the 27th 
Massachusetts regiment in the Civil War. 

Rev. Philip Saferey Evans, D.D. 

Rev. P. S. Evans was born in Bristol, Eng., September 21, 1828, 
and died in Brooklyn, N. Y., February 19, 1913. 

His father was a missionary in Sumatra until his health failed, 
when he returned to England, and a few years later came to America, 
and was for a time pastor of the Baptist Church in South Reading, 
now Wakefield, Mass. 

Dr. Evans was graduated at the University of Rochester in 1855, 
and at the Rochester Theological Seminary in 1857. That year he 
was called to the 13th. Baptist Church of Boston. In 1858 he became 
pastor at Stamford, remaining until 1864, when he was appointed 
chaplain of the 13th. New York Regiment, Heavy Artillery, and saw 
service in and around Richmond He remained in the service until 
the close of the war. His subsequent pastorates were at Willimantic, 
Conn., 1869-73, Shelburne Falls, Mass., 1873-79, Amesbury, Mass., 
1879-85, Grand Avenue, New Haven, Conn., 1885-89, Torrington, 
1895-1903. He was Secretary of the Connecticut Baptist State Con- 
vention from 1886-1903, being the last Secretary to serve while also 
pastor of a church. ,He established the Calvary Baptist Church of 
Torrington, and remained as its pastor until his retirement from the 
ministry on his 75th birthday. After this he spent a year or more 
with his son in his work as a medical missionary in China. 
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Dr. Evans was a man of peculiarly genial and pleasant person- 
ality, careful and accurate in all the duties and details, and was highly 
esteemed in all the fields in which he had served. In his death the 
Baptists of Connecticut have lost one who for more than a generation 
had been vitally interested in their welfare and work. For sixteen 
years he was the efficient Secretary of the State Convention, and very 
much of what is best in the present condition is due in no small measure 
to the wise and tactful administration of his office. Both the churches 
and ministers felt that in him they had a true friend in whom they 
might confide and upon whose counsels they could depend. 

Rev. I. F. Stidham, D.D, 

Dr. Stidham died, at his home in Philadelphia, June 9, 1913. 
He became pastor of the First Baptist Church of New Britain in May, 
1885, and continued till February 1, 1897. He was regarded as an 
able preacher and made many friends putside of his parish. He was 
a man of strong personality, winsome ways and a generous hearted, 
whole-souled gentleman. 

Rev. Frederick Nelson Barlow 

Rev. F. N. Barlow was born in Kent, Conn., March 13, 1822, 
and died in Alpena, Mich., May 15, 1913. His work had been almost 
entirely in New York, Canada, and California. 

Many others whose memory is held in loving remembrance might 
well be mentioned, but there is room for only a mere reference to 
a few, though others are just as worthy as these. 

Mrs. Ashworth, widow of Rev. John W. Ashworth, died December 
17, 1912, in Detroit, Mich., at the age of 74. She was married to 
Mr. Ashworth in Oldham, Eng., August 8, 1862, and was a great help 
to her husband in his labors. She was of very pleasing personality; 
their work in this State was at Putnam, 1891-96; the son. Rev. R. A. 
Ashworth is well known in the State and from 1900-1910 was pastor 
of this Church in which the Convention meets this year. 

Ichabod H. Stoddard, for many years clerk and supporter of the 
Salem Baptist Church, was called home, December 21, 1912. 

George M. Morse, of Putnam, died February 13, 1913, aged 92. 
In 1858 he united with the Baptist Church in Putnam, and for many 
years was a deacon and a liberal supporter of the church. 

February 18, 1913, Mrs. Manning, widow of Deacon James 
W. Manning, died at Putnam; she had just past her 91st birthday; 
she came to Putnam with her husband from Pomfret in 1847. She 
was held in high esteem. 
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February 19, 1913, Beriah S. Rathbun diqd at the age of 93. He 
was the last of the 38 members who organized the Central Baptist 
Church of Norwich, September 15, 1840. For a long period Mr. Rath- 
bun and his wife were members of the choir, and the music for “In 
the Cross of Christ I glory,” written by Ithamar Conkey, was named 
“Rathbun” in honor of Mrs. Rathbun. 

On February 4, 1913, Mrs. E. A. Remington, wife of Rev. George 
W. Remington, past away at Winsted. She was formerly President 
of the W. C. T. U., and was also a prominent member of the Baptist 
Church and Sunday School of Winsted. 

Mrs. Minnie Briggs Elmer, wife of Rev. E. B. Elmer, died at 
West Hartford, April 4, 1913, aged 73 years. She was a great worker 
in the Baptist Church of West Hartford, and was well known in 
Bantam, East Cornwall and Winthrop, where her husband served as 
pastor several years. A son. Rev. Franklin B. Elmer, was pastor 
at Winsted for a number of years. 

Mrs. Annie W. Terry, wife of Rev. Wilson R. Terry, died at the 
home in Southfield, Mass., April 24, 1913. Mr. Terry formerly held 
pastorates in different parts of this State. 

Deacon S. O. Preston was born in Bridgeport in 1848. For about 
27 years he was agent of the organized charities association of New 
Haven. In this office he did a great work, practically transforming the 
charitable spirit of the city so that relief is now administered along 
modern scientific lines. His supreme thought was for the character of 
the people aided. He was recognized by all city officials as being one 
of the wisest men in public affairs. He was one of the first probation 
officers in the State; for years was on the Board of the Prison Associa- 
tion, and many of the philanthropic and reform organizations of the 
State. 

Mr. Preston united with the First Baptist Church- of New Haven 
about 40 years ago. He was fond of music, was leader of the choir 
for years, and Superintendent of the Sunday school, virtually building 
up a mission into the Hope Baptist Church. 

Every pastor of his found him faithful, genial, a wise counsellor, 
a friend. He was a character of rare sweetness, purity and trans- 
parent, humble goodness. 

For many years he was a member of the Board of Trustees of 
this Convention. 

Deacon Robert Palmer died Sunday afternoon, July 20, 1913, 
in the 89th year of his age. When he was eight years of age his older 
brother led him to Christ, and at the age of thirteen he was baptized 
into the fellowship of the Old Fort Hill Church (Second Groton). 
At the organization of the Noank Baptist Church in 1842, he was one 
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of the constituent members. In 1846, he was elected Superintendent 
of the Sunday school, to which office he has been annually elected 
since that date, — a period of more than 66 years. February 12, 
1854, he was elected to the Board of Deacons. Since 1901, he has 
been a member of the Board of Trustees of the State Convention. 

Deacon Palmer was a man of striking personality, a leader among 
men in business and religious life, strong in testimony, had great 
faith in prayer, and prayed his way to victory through obstacles that 
would have seem'ed hopeless to those of less faith. Deacon Palmer 
was not only faithful to all his church obligations in his church attend- 
ance, service, and financial support, but was a liberal contributor for 
State Convention work and world wide benevolence. 

Deacon Robert P. Wilbur, a member of the Board of this Conven- 
tion at the time of his death, October 9, 1913, was converted in early 
youth, and manifested a staunch type of piety all his life long. While 
Captain of a large ship sailing to many of the sea-ports of the world 
he was a man of prayer, in answer to which he could recount many 
remarkable instances. On retirement he proved a citizen of strict 
integrity of character. He was generous in his gifts to the Lord’s work 
and devoted and loyal as an official of his church.

REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON HOME AND FOREIGN 

MISSIONS 

A timid person might hesitate to emphasize the work of the 
American Baptist Home Mission Society in the annual meeting of 
the Connecticut Baptist State Convention in view of the present 
needs in our own State and the constant pressure for increased funds 
for the prosecution of advanced work within the borders of our common- 
wealth. Your Committee is neither ignorant of the conditions around 
us, nor unmindful of the pressing needs. They are in fullest sympathy 
with the present demands for advance in our own State, and yet, 
when th6 last word has been said as to our needs, we must still face 
the fact that we have a responsibility also to the rest of the country 
and to the whole world. 
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We must continue intelligently sympathetic with our American 
Baptist Home Mission Society in its great work for the far West, 
the Negro in the South, Cuba, Porto Rico and Mexico. While we all 
feel that Connecticut itself has become a great Home and Foreign 
Mission field let us not keep our eyes so constantly fixed on things 
here at home that we fail to see or appreciate the needs of other 
portions of our country. We are all in danger of living so close to 
our own problems that we lose sight of those of our brethren. We 
all wish our Home Mission Society would give us more money for the 
work among the foreign born living here in Connecticut. Other 
States wish the same. Your Committee feels sure though, that there 
is an earnest desire on the part of the officers of the Home Mission 
Society to be just in all their planning for the various sections of the 
country up to their full knowledge and ability. 

May we quote a few paragraphs from the last annual report of 
the Home Mission Society — page 636. It says: “It is impossible 
to do all that ought to be done. In the making of the annual budget 
it is difficult to weigh exactly the relative claims of scores of mission 
fields. Most insistent appeals for enlargement in many quarters 
are pressed upon the Board to which a dissappointing response must ' 
often be given because of inadequate resources. The pressure for 
more is strong in Eastern States and cities where the foreign popula- 
tions in recent years have come in enormous numbers. Occasionally 
the Society is criticised because of its limited appropriations to some 
localities. But it cannot abandon promising work elsewhere to under- 
take new enterprises here. Moreover it is returning to most of these 
localities a generous proportion of the amount contributed to it by the 
churches therein. The challenge of the hour is for larger offerings to 
all our agencies for larger work in this direction. 

“How pressing and constant is the demand for advanced work 
appears from the fact that in the Pacific Coast Division of seven 
States, 156 Baptist churches have been organized in the last five 
years; while in the six New England States 26 were organized in the 
same period and there are only ten more Baptist churches than were 
reported 15 years ago. In that Western group of States there are 
70,156 Baptists in a total population of 5,182,338; while in the Eastern 
group there are 159,148 in a population of 6,558,745. Moreover, in 
the Eastern States the Baptist State Conventions have the income 
of more than a million dollars of permanent funds, while the Western 
group have almost nothing of this character. The whole Pacific 
coast is throbbing with expectation of a large European immigration 
consequent upon the opening of the Panama Canal. 

“The ministry of Rev. D. L. Shults, Labor Evangelist, is being 
especially fruitful. He is stirring the churches on the one side and 
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bringing organized labor into a fine sympathetic relationship with 
the churches on the other. 

“The popular impression that the Southern work of Christian 
Education is simply for the benefit of the Negroes of the South and 
of the South in general, is most incorrect. Within the last twenty- 
five years multitudes of Negroes have migrated from the Southern 
to the Northern and Western States. There are nearly 1,000 Negro 
Baptist churches with almost 100,000 members in the bounds of the 
Northern Baptist Convention. The kind of ministers for these floeks 
is a matter of much interest to them and to all interested in their 
spiritual welfare. It is a most interesting fact that scores of the 
prominent pastors of these churches and many of their members 
received their training in our Home Mission Schools in the South. 
And more of them will be needed in the days to come. The North 
therefore is reaping benefits today from its sowings of yesterday in 
the Southland.” Investigation is now being made to see how the 
expenses of this work may be cut down that larger appropriation 
may be made to other fields. 

“In Mexico, the year has been one of great anxiety and appre- 
hension on the part of our missionaries, beeause of numerous sanguiriary 
confiiets between the forces of the Government and of the revolution- 
ists. One of our brightest young missionaries who had but recently 
completed his course of studies at Monterey died a martyr to his 
loyalty and devotion to his church and work. 

“The conspicuous feature of the w’ork in Mexico for the past yeai 
is the provision for putting on a better basis our medical mission in 
the city of Mexico. A form^er member of the Board of Managers of 
the Society, Mr. W. A. Grippen of our own State, left a memorandum 
expressive of his wish that the Society should receive $25,000 from his 
estate. His heirs scrupulously regarded his wish and expressed theii 
approval of the application of this amount to the acquisition of a 
site and the erection of a hospital building. Five thousand dollars 
of the amount has been set aside for a maintenance fund. This is 
the only Protestant hospital and medical mission in a city of about 
five hundred thousand people.” 

On the whole our Home Mission Society has had a good year and 
the work is prosperous. The greatest limitation upon the work is, 
like all our work, the inability to get funds for all that might be under- 
taken. 

The most prominent foreign mission feature for the past year 
has been the beginning of the Judson Centennial. At home and 
abroad, especially in Burmah thought has been directed to that sig- 
nificant event one hundred years ago when Adoniram Judson and his 
wife not only came into Baptist faith and fellowship but in that 
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larger providence, landed at Rangoon in May, 1913. Widespread 
notice has been taken already of Judson’s life and work and the coming 
year, both in Burmah and America, the anniversary observances 
will culminate in appropriate celebrations. 

The most important event in the official history of our work 
was the acceptance of the new position of General Secretary by Rev. 
Emory W. Hunt, D.D., L.L.D., former President of Denison University. 
His coming to this work, we believe marks the beginning of a new 
era in our foreign mission work. 

Another notable event of last year was the return of Rev. James 
L. Franklin, D.D., our Foreign Secretary, from his first official visit 
to our Eastern mission fields and his inspiring address at the Northern 
Baptist Convention at Detroit in May. Never in our history was our 
Society so ably led or so enthusiastically supported as at the present 
hour. Never in our history have our churches given so bountifully 
to the cause of foreign missions and we urge our constituency to 
make the present year historic in the raising of our debt and the 
inauguration of a still more effective campaign. 

The focus of interest in the field of Foreign Missions continues 
to be China. The rapid changes in the Empire have caused the dis- 
appearance of many characteristic institutions in the Old Order. The 
results of the revolution, and the new opportunity created for Christian 
missions make an opportunity of such vast proportions that even the 
boundaries of this responsibility have not yet been measured. 

In view of the changed situation our Foreign Society has made 
some noteworthy confessions and adopted a revised program for the 
future. 

1. The Mission Stations in China have been persistently under- 
manned. 

2. Direct evangelism through the missionary is now seen to be 
in many cases a mistake in view of the evident fact that the work 
of evangelization will have to be done almost wholly by native 
preachers. 

3. Those denominations which adopted years ago the policy 
of training native workers as their first and principal task are today 
in the position of advantage: they have the trained workers and the 
larger body of native efficiency. They are now making advances of 
which we are not at this time capable. 

4. From now on it shall be the policy of the Board to insist on 
the education and training of picked men and women as the first 
task of the missionary. 

5. This does not mean the abandonment of evangelism on the 
foreign field, but a new appreciation of its greater worth and necessity 
through the agency of trained and consecrated native workers. 
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This readjustment of policy simply means that we, as a people, 
are looking to the future. The day of the larger task is here, and we 
must be custodians as well as children of the day.

REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON RESOLUTIONS 

1. That we return our very hearty thanks to the Pastor and 
members of the First Baptist Church and to their fellow Baptists of 
Meriden for their generous hospitality, and for the abundant pro- 
vision they have made for our personal, comfort and the convenience 
and efficiency of our various meetings; also to the organist for his 
inspiring recitals and his leadership of our songs of praise. 

2. (a) This Convention heartily approves the Baptist United 
Missionary Campaign established by the Northern Baptist Con- 
vention under the direction of the General Apportionment Committee, 
the Laymen’s Missionary Movement and the joint Department of 
Missionary Education. 

(b) We also heartily commend the Interdenominational Mis- 
sionary Campaign of the Home and Foreign organization of the 
United States and Canada. 

(c) We hereby authorize the appointment by the President of 
the Convention of a Committee of Five, which in co-operation with 
the State Apportionment Committee shall aid, in ways that seem best, 
the works of the United Missionary Campaign. 

3. ‘ That in view of the rapidly increasing demand made upon our 
work as a Convention of Christian Churches both by the decrease in 
the migration of our native population, our old New England stock, 
and by the increase of our foreign speaking peoples, this is no time for 
retrenchment. We ought to attempt greater things for God and 
expect greater things from God. Advance! should be our motto. 
“Enlarge the place of thy tents. Lengthen thy cords and strengthen 
thy stakes.’’ We urge all our churches in greatly increased prayerful- 
ness, increased contributions and increasing personal service that our 
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Convention may have an adequate part in the saving of souls and 
the saving of the State. If we measure our opportunities, our capacities 
and our duties by Christ’s standards, we shall not fail. 

4. That we share in the convictions expressed in the communi- 
cation received from both our Home and Foreign Missionary Societies 
that the Supreme Mission of the Churches of Christ is to win men to 
accept Jesus Christ as their Saviour and Lord, and through Him to 
become partakers of the life eternal. This mission needs earnest 
re-emphasis and re-enthronement in the thought and faith and con- 
stant effort at fulfilment in the life of the churches. To see for our- 
selves the redeeming grace, the surpassing spiritual beauty, the com- 
manding ethical right of Jesus Christ: — to know Him more: to 

trust Him more; and then to live out as He would have us the ethical, 
spiritual, soul-loving, brother-loving and serving qualities of Christ s 
own character, by speech and book and every conceivable form of 
testimony setting Him before other men’s eyes, making way for Him 
in their hearts and consciences and wills, until by God’s grace our 
Saviour shall be their Saviour too. This is our high privilege and 
our absorbing task with increasing prayer, with increasing gifts of 
fervor from the Spirit of God and with a deepening in all our hearts 
of the Christian Passion, we come to enjoy this privilege and suc- 
cessfully perform this task.

REPORT OF THE MISSIONARY COMMITTEE 

Your Committee would respectfully report that the present work 
among foreigners being carried on by the Convention is as follows: 

7 Italian missionaries occupying 8 fields. 

1 French missionary. 

4 Hungarian missionaries. 

t 

1 Bohemian missionary. 

3 Swedish missionaries. | 

This is being done at a cost to the Convention of 15,118.34 
and to the American Baptist Home Mission Society of $3,750.00. 
A survey of the work done in investigation with the needs influences 
the Committee to make the following recommendations: 

1st, That we continue the present missionaries on their fields 
for the coming year. 

2nd, That if it is possible to secure a sufficient amount of money, 
the following work be undertaken: 

Italian work in New Britain, Torrington and Stamford; Hun- 
garian in Wallingford, and Russian in Hartford, New Haven and 
Norwich. 

With regard to the permanent investment of the funds secured 
, from the $25,000.00 special fund for work among the foreigners, there 
has been erected a Chapel for the Hungarians at South Norwalk 
at a total expense of $3,011.31. This is deemed an excellent invest- 
ment and should be productive of a large amount of success: As 
rapidly as the money can be secured from that fund for such purpose, 
the Committee would recommend the purchase of property and the 
erection of chapels, as follows: 

Italian Chapels for Bridgeport, Waterbury, Hartford and Ansonia, 
and a Hungarian Chapel in Wallingford. 

It must be remembered in connection with these suggestions 
that this Committee is presenting only those matters which seem to 
be of extraordinary need. More than that, the Committee would 
suggest that in the placing of this fund, it must always be remembered 
that the erection of a chapel means the maintenance of permanent 
work and that, therefore, the growth should be only in accordnace 
with the possibility of the continuance of work in the localities where 
the buildings are erected. The suggestions have been made as above 
because in these places the work has assumed such proportions that 
permanent success is practically assured. Your Committee would 
recommend the continuance of a Missionary Committee to have 
power by and with the advice of the General Secretary to purchase 
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property in the name of the Convention and to erect such chapels in 
the above named places as may, in the judgment of that Committee, 
be advisable in conformity with the suggestions made above. 

Voted, That the report be accepted and the recommenda- 
tion be adopted. 

Voted, That the report of the Historical Committee be 
printed in the Minutes. 

REPORT OF HISTORICAL COMMITTEE 

THE SUFFIELD STREET CHAPEL, HARTFORD, CONN. 

The beginning of this Chapel was at an, open air meeting held 
at the Green at the Tunnel in 1857; this meeting was known as 
the Bethel Sunday School. When winter came the meetings were 
held in little rooms over the Tunnel, then at the corner of High Street 
and Albany Avenue, in the home of Mrs. Gage, over what is now 
Coleman’s drug store, and then in the Drake building. In addition 
to the regular Sunday school work, concerts and preaching services 
were held occasionally in a store in the Drake building. 

In 1867 a chapel was built on Goodwin Street by Mr. W. S. Bron- 
son and Mr. J. L. Howard, and the school was tendered the use of it, 
and gladly accepted. They held the first Sunday school session 
November 24, 1867, although the building was not quite complete. 
On Thursday evening, January 30, 1868, the dedication services were 
held. Rev. R. Turnbull, pastor of the First Baptist Church preached 
the sermon. . The school prospered in its new quarters, having over 
150 on pleasant Sundays, and over 100 on stormy days. They had 
monthly concerts, entertainments and socials held in conjunction 
with the mother church. 

December 7, 1870, a body of people, known as the Windsor Avenue 
Baptist Society, purchased a piece of land, fronting on Windsor 
Avenue and Suffield Street, at a cost of $8,045. On May 19, 1871, a 
meeting of the workers was held to discuss and act upon a resolution 
agreeing to unite in the formation of a society for public religious 
services according to the doctrines and usages of the Baptist Church. 
The resolutions were signed by 52 people. 

The first annual meeting was held May 26, 1871; by-laws were 
adopted; 23 more names were added to the Society. A Building Com- 
mittee was authorized to build on the lot purchased the previous 
December; a contract was made with E. G. Hastings for a chapel at 
$8,500. The committee was authorized to borrow not more than 
that amount from the Middletown Savings Bank, and to execute 
in the name of the Society, a mortgage deed to secure payment. 
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September 29, 1871, the first covenant meeting was held, and 
articles of faith and a church covenant were accepted. Dismission and 
recommendations from sister churches, including 52 from the First 
Baptist were presented, and the church was declared duly organized. 

October 6, 1871, Rev. G. A. Simonson was called as the first 
pastor at a salary of $2,000. June 11, 1872, the new chapel was 
completed and dedicated at a cost of $19,573.89. $10,940 was raised by 
subscription. Rev. R. Turnbull, D.D., preached the dedication 
sermon. Twenty more feet of land were bought on Suffield Street at 
$50 a foot. May 3, 1874, Rev. G. A. Simonson resigned. The work 
prospered and new members were added; but the ‘extra land was a 
burden, and they appointed trustees to sell it and apply the proceeds 
to the liquidation of the note of the Middletown Bank. 

October 25, 1874, Rev. W. Randall was called to the pastorate; 
he accepted the call and remained with the church till May 8, 1876. 
After his resignation the pulpit was supplied by Revs. Chandler, 
Randleth, and Dryden Phelps. Rev. C. B. Crane, D.D., of the 
South Baptist Church helped in the work without remuneration. 

November 13, 1889, the First Baptist Church voted to purchase 
the building and remaining land for $5,500. The church disbanded, 
taking their letters to the mother church, December 4, 1889, but 
the Sunday school was continued. Much assistance was given at 
this time by Rev. H. G. Smith cf Bloomfield. 

Since the disbandment of the church, the following ministers 
have served at the chapel: Rev. R. B. Fisher, June 1, 1892, to Novem- 
ber 1, 1894. Rev. A. W. Smith, December 1, 1895, to October 7, 1897. 
Rev. R. Maplesden, Rev. M. Pratt, Rev. W. Noble, .Rev. ’c w'. 
Owen, Rev. J. B. Connell, Rev. W. V. Berg and Rev. G. M. Bardsley. 
And besides these, the pastors of the First Baptist Church have held 
many special services in the chapel. 

February 16, 1890, a Y. P. S. C. E. was organized with twenty 
members. The meetings were held Friday evenings; and the regular 
C. E. interests were carried out, and records show a systematic giving 
of money for missionary objects, — both home and foreign. Monthly 
socials were held, and a physical culture class was conducted one 
winter. 

March 10, 1911, the Society disbanded'. A new society at the 
First Church took in most of the chapel members, and with the 
change in environment and increasing difficulty due to expense in 
transportation, it was felt that more good could be done by uniting 
with the new society. 

In recent years a great change has come to the north section of 
Hartford, most of the old families having removed, and the great 
majority being Hebrews. In the fall of 1912 it was decided to close 
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the school permanently. The last rally of the school was held Sunday 
evening, October 13, 1912, with the chapel nearly filled. The meeting 
was addressed by Rev. H. J. White, D.D., and Rev. L. H. Koehler. 
Mr. George P. Chandler spoke reminiscently, and the historical 
sketch was given, covering a period of 55 years. The last meeting 
of the school was held October 20, 1912, and it was voted to disband. 

• 

THE PRESTON AND CANTERBURY CHURCH 

The Preston and Canterbury church was organized in 1786. 
It was located near the center of a tract of country in Eastern Connec- 
ticut, partly in 'New London County and partly in Windham County 
and as large as either, which up to this time did not contain a single 
Baptist organization. 

There were many Baptists here but the value of organization 
had not yet dawned upon them and the most advanced seem to have 
been content to be nominal members of distant churches. 

In 1783 four men; Christopher Bromley, Reuben Palmer, William 
Hartshorn, Baptists, and Daniel Morse, a Separate Congregationalist 
met together for prayer once each week in Jewett City, and the Lord 
was with them and established them. Members were added. In 
1785 there was bourne in upon them their duty to become a church, 
but differences regarding communion and church government seemed 
to render such a union impossible. At length on the 6th day of 
July, 1786, nine men and seven women of Canterbury and Preston, 
who had agreed to fellowship each other in Baptist doctrine and 
mixed communion, called a council — the Wilcox Baptist Church, 
Westerly, Elder Isaiah Wilcox, pastor, and the Second Baptist Church, 
Groton, Elder Silas Burrows, pastor, who gave them fellowship as a 
regular Baptist church under the name of the Preston and Canterbury 
Baptist Church. > 

It was at the home of Amos Read, a man who was brought up 
a Separate Congregationalist, but it seems, not a member of any 
church, in Lisbon, near Jewett City, that this council was held and 
the organization perfected. 

In a schoolhouse in Jewett City, lately builded, these Baptists 
had already purchased a permanent right to worship, and here on 
the following Sunday they met and held their first communion. 
The same day three were baptised, among them Amos Read. 

Two years later, in 1788, this church became a member of the 
Groton Union Conference. For sixteen years it had no pastor and it 
is probable that there was no regular preaching or regular admistra- 
tion of the ordinances during this time. ( 

In 1787, Amos Read was elected deacon, and in 1790 he was 
licensed to preach. 
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In 1792, during a revival, twenty were added to their member- 
ship. - 

In 1802, Amos Read was ordained pastor. He was at this time 
forty-four years old, a farmer with grown-up sons. Without train- 
ing or education, the Bible literally his only book, he obeyed the call 
of God and the church, and took up the work. 

. A little before this time one Thomas Goddard became a resident 
of North Preston, and a little after was ordained pastor over the 
Preston Church. The meagre records at hand some years ago allowed 
the inference that in some way Thomas Goddard had become pastor 
of Elder Read’s church, and that at Goddard’s death, about 1807, 
the pastorate was resumed by Read. But new light recently obtained 
reveals the Preston church of that date a distinct organization existing 
by the side of the Preston and Canterbury church in North Preston 
Society, and such was the kindly feeling, that when in 1803 a son 
was born to the pastor of the old church he named the child Thomas 
Goddard Read. 

In 1814 an Episcopal church was organized in Jewett City and 
many were gathered into it. But the Baptist church maintained its 
organization and membership serenely. 

Two years later the Episcopal church disbanded and their house 
of worship became vacant. This was a fine stone structure in a 
most advantageous situation. At the time of its erection the Baptists 
were induced to purchase stock in the enterprise by the promise that 
if at any time the building should cease to be used by the Episcopalians, 
the Baptists would have the right to occupy it. Accordingly, Elder 
Read and his church abandoned the schoolhouse for a season and 
worshipped here. 

The membership of the Preston and Canterbury church during 
Elder Read’s pastorate up to this time had averaged about forty 
souls. Now with greater opportunities the membership increased. 

In 1816, Caleb Read, a son of the old pastor, became an ordained 
Baptist minister and rendered his father much assistance. He was 
a man of extraordinary gifts. While earning his daily bread as a 
farmer, he ceased not to preach the gospel as he had opportunity. Even 
those who disdained the uneducated ministers of our denomination, 
were captivated. “Can it be possible,’’ said one, “that this man 
came out of a cornfield?’’ Another more devout ejaculated, “How 
good God is to raise up such preachers for the common people.’’ But 
the common people heard him gladly, and largely through his ministry 
the church was built up, until at the close of a revival in 1820, it 
numbered one hundred and sixty-two. 

A few years after. Elder Caleb Read moved into New York State 
and the old pastor took up the work alone. 
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About this time, members of another denomination bought 
up a majority olthe shares of stock of the church building which the 
Baptists used, a Congregational church took possession, and Elder 
Read and his flock were forced to go back to their old home — the 
schoolhouse. 

But they were not allowed to rest here. Their enemies in the night 
time, with teams, levelled the old schoolhouse to the ground. Thence- 
forth the church usually worshipped in private houses. 

Now was the beginning of the end. The friendly spirit of fel- 
lowship of the church of the early days seems to have given place to 
a narrow and bitter sectarianism. Its membership fell away. The 
pastor became broken by age and discouragement, and when in 1838 
Elder Amos Read died, the organization died with him. 

The Preston and Canterbury Church has been known at different 
periods as the Griswold Church, the Griswold and Canterbury Church, 
and was admitted to the Connecticut Baptist State Convention in 
1825 as the Lisbon Church. It has also been widely known as the 
Read Church. 

Seven sons and grandsons of Amos Read became ministers of the 
Gospel, some of them eminent men, and from the ashes of the old 
church sprang the present Jewett City Baptist Church. 

THE FIRST BAPTIST CHURCH OF SAYBROOIC 

In 1729 there were residing in Saybrook a number of people who 
held New Testament doctrines; as the town grew the number of such 
ones increased. They began to gather for services, and soon desired 
a preacher of the gospel and a church organization, that they and 
their children might have a church home modeled after the New 
Testament church. 

They were men and women of heroic faith; they were expecting 
great things, and were attempting great things for God;, they were- 
few in number, and weak financially but rich in the faith. Occa- 
sionally they were favored with services of preachers from New 
London or from Rhode Island; this strengthened the faith of the little 
band of disciples, but it also awakened the jealousy of the Pedo- 
Baptists. The clergy and magistrates were firm adherents of the 
principles of the Saybrook platform, and they showed the intolerence of 
earlier days. In the month of February, 1744, 14 members of this band 
were arrested on the charge of holding a service of worship “contrary 
to law on God’s holy Sabbath day.’’ Possibly they added to this 
the charge of walking on the Sabbath. The purpose was to silence, 
if not destroy, this band and make it impossible for them to have a 
church.

These 14 were brought before the magistrate, and sentenced to 
prison in New London whither they were sent on foot, the 25 miles; 
there they suffered intensely, and would doubtless have perished 
but for the kindness of the few Baptists in the vicinity; these at great 
sacrifice provided for the prisoners as well as they could. Amongst 
the number was a mother with an infant in her arms; another was 
John Buckley at whose house the meeting was held. The spring 
of 1744 brought deliverance to them, and in July of that year a church 
of 17 members was organized with the name of John Buckley at the 
head of the list; he was not a Christian at the time of the arrest 
but was converted during his imprisonment. 

The first two deacons appointed were William Wilcox and Amos 
Potter, for several years these conducted the services with occasional 
preaching by Baptist ministers from distant fields. 

In 1776, Rev. Eliphalet Lester was welcomed as their first pastor; 
he continued his services for 26* years. He is described as mighty in 
the scriptures. He died at the age of 86. Later his two grandsons, 
William and' Albert Denison were pastors of this church. Rev. Wm. 
Denison was pastor at three different periods. During his first pas- 
torate, 1832-5, 66 were dismissed to form the Baptist church at 
Chester. During his second pastorate, 1854-64, he conducted a 
school for young ladies, and it was known as “The Winthrop Institute.” 
His third pastorate was from April, 1869, to October, 1870. 

Between 1776-1912 the church had 31 pastors; while the records 
do not show any unworthy of the calling, some were very prominent 
in the early history . of the Baptists. 

The third pastor. Elder George Atwell was a remarkable man 
in many ways; his pastorate 1802-6 was very successful, — 72 uniting 
with the church. It is said of him, “He was a powerful preacher and 
possessed a strong personality, a majestic influence, and was one 
of Connecticut’s noble pioneers of the Baptist faith, fighting the 
spirit of intolerance which was so marked in his day. By his courage, 
earnestness and power of presenting the truth he accomplished much 
in clearing the way for the recognition of the right and liberty of the 
Baptist denomination before the era of religious liberty in Connec- 
ticut.” 

Following Elder Atwell, Elder Samuel West became the pastor 
and remained with the church eight years. The records show that 
he was a workman that needed not to be ashamed; during his ministry 
36 were added to the church. He never severed his connection with 
this church. He left a godly posterity to be a blessing in after years. 
In June, 1912, his granddaughter, Mrs. Emily J. Buckley, entered 
into rest, having been a consistent member of this church for 69 years, 
and a Christian 75 years. 
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Between 1828-30 the church had the greatest revival in its history. 
Elder Russell Jennings was the pastor, and more than 50 were added. 
Elder Jennings was not only a great spiritual power, but also a great 
aid to the temporal welfare of the church. 

The first church edifice was erected in 1773. It gave place to 
the one now standing at Winthrop, formerly the property of the 
Methodists in Deep River. In the early period the work of this 
church crossed the territory between Chester and Guilford. Appar- 
ePtly God chose this particular field as a Baptist nursery from which 
has come a number of vigorous churches in the neighboring fields. 
Not only has it been the mother of many Baptist churches, but a 
spiritual mother to many precious souls who have gone to other 
places. 

There is no reference to the Sunday school in the early records, 
but Mr. S. Bushnell, now 87 (1913) says that he attended Sunday 
school in his early boyhood, and thinks it may have been in existence 
as early as 1800. The Congregationalists held a Sunday school 
about 1808 in the ball room of the old Post homestead, which has been 
recently torn down.

REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON APPORTIONMENT 

SYSTEM 

This committee was appointed for the purpose of considering^ the 
present method of apportionments and devising, if possible, a new 
apportionment system which might carry out some suggestions that 
have been made. The committee has considered the problem thor- 
oughly and would respectfully make the following report as a plan 
to’be adopted by the Convention; 

On or about the first day of vSeptember of each year let an Appor- 
tionment Committee determine the amount necessary for the work of 
the Convention for the succeeding Convention year, and make sug- 
gestions as to further amounts that would be advisable for the advance- 
ment of the work of the Convention. This letter to be sent to each 
church connected with the Convention asking what amount it will 
pledge for the succeeding ‘year to take care of these expenditures, 
each church to report that figure before the Convention meeting. 
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The meeting of the Board of Trustees which occurs immediately 
after the session of the Convention would take these figures, and the 
work for the succeeding year as planned by that Board would be in 
accordance with the amounts pledged by the churches. 

Naturally this would mean that some of the work of the Conven- 
tion might be limited. It would also mean that no work would be 
undertaken unless the money was in sight to pay for it. The hope is 
that by placing the responsibility for the work and for the amount 
of work to be done, upon the churches themselves, the work would 
be increased. 

Your committee would, therefore, recommend the establishment 
of an Apportionment Committee to carry out the plans suggestedabove. 

Voted, That we accept and adopt the report. 

The President stated that the Committee on Restora- 
tion Fund will be continued. 

Rev. A. B. Coats, D.D., made verbal report of the 
Committee on Appropriation for Co-operative Work, that 
some work has been done, and money has been appropriated. 
The report was accepted. 

Rev. A. H. Boutwell presented the report of the Enroll- 
ment Committee.

Rev. P. S. Evans, D.D., passed from earth to the nearer 
presence of his Lord on the nineteenth day of February, 
nineteen hundred and thirteen. He had rounded out sixty- 
two years of ministerial service. It seemed very fitting that 
he should fall asleep in Brooklyn, New York, which was the 
field of his pulpit experiences. Mr. Evans ceased to do pastoral 
work when at seventy-five years of age he laid down his work 
at Torrington. Yet he did not cease to serve the interests of 
Christ’s Kingdom until the end came. After he left Torrington, 
he spent a year in China with his son Philip, rendering real 
service there, and, returning to America, he added much to the 
interest in Missions by his vivid sketches of the work abroad. 
He also preached after his return as opportunity offered, and 
in the place of prayer his faith and wisdom were an inspiration 
to 'higher living. He did not really cease to labor, until he 
crossed the river, there to rest awhile. ^ 

The Board of the Connecticut Baptist Convention, assem- 
bled for its semi-annual meeting at the First Baptist Church 
of New Britain, desires to place upon our records a brref state- 
ment of our high appreciation of the man and his work wrthrn 
the borders of our State. Brother Evans was devoted to truth 
and always kindly in its presentation. He was a man of strong 
convictions, yet lovingly opposed those who differed from him. 
All who knew him best, loved him most profoundly. In this 
State of Connecticut he served as Pastor in Stamford, Willi- 
mantic. Grand Avenue New Haven, Winsted and Torrington. 
He served also as Superintendent of Missions for nine years 
and for a longer time as Secretary of the Convention. He was 
the organizer of the churches in Winsted and Torrington, and 
in both these places his memory is still very precious. His work 
of whatever nature was of such a character that it could be 
built upon. He was a workman that needed not to be ashamed, 
rightly dividing the Word of God. After retiring from the 
pastorate. Brother Evans, at the request of our Board, prepaied 
a history of the Baptist State Convention of Connecticut 
which was published in 1909. It reveals much research and 
painstaking care, and will long continue to be of great value 
as a book of reference, 

“Blessed are the dead, which die in the Lord from hence- 
forth. Yea, saith the Spirit, that they may rest from their 
labors and their works do follow them.

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CHARTER 


Passed May, 1820 

Section 1. Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Represent- 
atives in General Assembly convened. That Asahel Morse, Caleb 
Moore, Joseph B. Gilbert, John Bolles, Hezekiah Huntington, Elisha 
Cushman, Noadiah Woodruff, David King, Jesse Savage, Pierpont 
Brocket!, David Bolles, Isaac Dwinnell, Eli Ball, George Mitchell, 
David Turner, Jeremiah Brown, Asahel Otis, Jonathan Goodwin, Jr., 
Orra Martin, Asa Talmadge, Chauncey Wheeler, Thomas Wheeler, 
Elijah Filley and their associates, be, and they are hereby formed 
into, constituted, and made a body politic and corporate, by the name 
of “ T%e Connecticut Baptist Edttcation Society and by that name they 
and their successors shall and may have perpetual succession, shall be 
capable of suing and being sued, pleading and being impleaded, in all 
suits of whatever nature soever may have a common seal and the same 
alter or change at pleasure. And may also have, purchase, receive, hold 
and convey away estate, real, personal, or mixed, the annual income of 
which shall not exceed three thousand dollars. 

Sec. 2. The said Baptist Education Society may from time to 
time elect a president and such other officers and agents as they may 
find necessary or convenient; may elect and receive additional mem- 
bers; make by-laws respecting number, qualifications, and duties of 
their officers and members; prescribe the mode of election and admis- 
sion of members; the time, place, and manner of holding their meet- 
ings; the number necessary to form a quorum; and all other by-laws 
and regulations which said society may deem necessary for the govern- 
ment and due regulation of its concerns to promote and secure the 
essential objects of said Society, as expressed in their Constitution 
not repugnant to the laws of this State or of the United States. 

Sec. 3. The first meeting of said Society shall be held at Hart- 
ford, on the first Wednesday of May, A. D. 1821. 

Sec. 4. This act of incorporation, and every part thereof, may be 
altered, amended, or repealed at the pleasure of the General Assembly. 
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CONSTITUTION 


Article 1. This Society shall be known by the name of “ The 
Connecticut Baptist Education Society.” 

Art. 2. The object of this Society shall be to assist young 
men, who are called of God to preach the Gospel, in acquiring such 
mental discipline and culture as shall render them more useful in the 
kingdom of Christ. 

Art. 3. This Soeiety shall consist of such persons as pay into 
the treasury one dollar or more annually; also of delegates from 
churches and auxiliary societies, which shall be entitled to representa- 
tion at the annual meeting as follows, viz.: Every church and auxil- 
iary society contributing to the funds of the Society five dollars 
annually, shall be entitled to one delegate, and those contributing ten or 
more dollars, two delegates. The payment of fifteen dollars in advance 
shall constitute membership for life. 

Art. 4. The officers of this Soeiety shall consist of a President 
two Vice Presidents, a Secretary, a Treasurer, an Auditor, and five 
Trustees, to be chosen annually in any manner the Society may 
determine. • 

Art. 5. The officers of this Society shall constitute an Execu- 
tive Committee to manage the concerns of the Society during its 
recess, to control its funds and property, to examine and admit can- 
didates to the benefits of the Society, and at every annual meeting 
of the Society, they shall make a faithful report of their doings the 
preceding year. 

Art. 6. The Secretary shall keep a record of the beneficiaries, 
and record the acts of the Society and of the Executive Committee, 
draw all orders on the Treasurer authorized by said committee, 
conduct the correspondence, give notice of meetings, and prepare the 
annual report of the Executive Committee to the Society. The 
Treasurer shall have charge of the current funds of the Society, and 
pay them out only to the order of the Secretary; he shall also safely 
hold all bonds, notes, deeds, and other evidences of property belonging 
to the Society, giving ample security for these trusts. His accounts 
shall always be open to the inspection of the Executive Committee 
and Auditor, and he shall make a detailed report of the same quarterly 
to said committee, and annually to the Society. The Auditor shall 
examine annually, or oftener, the accounts and securities of the 
Treasurer, and certify the same. 
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Art. 7. The Executive Committee shall, annually, at its 
first quarterly meeting, appoint a Finance Committee of three of 
its own members, who shall negotiate and invest all legacies, bequests, 
and other permanent funds of the Society, unless otherwise provided 
by their donors, according to the laws of Connecticut concerning 
trust funds. 

Art. 8. The annual meeting of the Society for the election 
of officers and transaction of other business shall be holden during 
the week and at the same place of each meeting of the Convention. 
Special meetings of the Society may be called by the President, at 
the request of five members of the Executive Committee. The busi- 
ness of the Society may be transacted at all regular meetings by a 
majority of the members present. 

Art. 9. Every person admitted to the benefits of this Society 
must be a member of some regular Baptist church. He must produce 
a letter from said church, certifying his good standing, and its com- 
mendation of him as one called of God to the ministry. He must 
satisfy the Executive Committee that he possesses gifts promising 
usefulness in the work; and he shall, furthermore, be recommended to 
the patronage of the Society by at least three regularly ordained min- 
isters of . the Baptist denomination. 

Art. 10. No person shall be aided by this Society unless he shall 
certify his intention to take a full course of study preparatory, col- 
legiate and theological, unless, in the opinion of the Executive Com- 
mittee, his age and circumstances do not admit of such a course; and 
the institutions in which beneficiaries pursue their studies shall be 
subject to the approval of the Executive Committee; and, voluntarily 
failing to enter the ministry, or for sufficient cause being dropped 
from the list of beneficiaries, he shall refund the money, with interest, 
he has received from the Society. 

Art. 11. The personal services of those who are appointed to 
manage the concerns of the Society shall be in all respects gratuitous. 

Art. 12. No alteration shall be made in the foregoing Con- 
stitution except at an annual meeting of the Society, by a two-thirds 
vote of the members present, written notice of the proposed change 
having been given and recorded one year previous to its adoption. 
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NINETY-FOURTH ANNUAL MEETING 

OF THE 

Connecticut Baptist Education Society 


Meriden, Conn., October 15, 1913.

The ninety-fourth annual meeting of the Education 
Society was held in the First Baptist Church at 9:30 a.m. 
Rev, G. W. Nicholson, the President, in the chair. 

After singing, led by Rev. W. F. Newton, the President 
read the Scripture Lesson and Rev. C. H. Spalding, D.D., 
offered prayer. 

The President, Rev. G. W. Nicholson, spoke a few intro- 
ductory words. He called attention to the prosperous year 
and the unusual number of men aided; we should note the 
number of men who are preparing for our foreign work. He 
expressed regret that so comparatively few of our chirrches 
give an offering for this work, which is now growing in impor- 
tance. Regret was expressed for the absence of our Honorary 
President, Rev. G. M. Stone, D.D., who was unable to be 
present on account of ill health. 

The President announced the following committees: 

On Nomination — Rev. G. F. Genung, D.D., of Brooklyn, 
Prin. Frank R. Wheeler of Hartford, and Rev. A. B. Todd of 
Torrington. 

On Enrollment — Rev. E. W. Potter, Rev. E. R. Hyde, 
Rev. A. F. Linscott, Rev. B. F. Nye, Rev. Geo. Remington. 

The report of the Executive Committee was read by the 
Secretary. It was accepted and ordered filed. 

In the absence of the Treasurer, Mr. Fred B. Bunnell of 
New Haven, his report was read by the Secretary as was 
also the report of the Auditor, Mr. H. H. White. It was 
ordered accepted and printed in the Minutes. 

Principal Hobart G. Truesdell of Connecticut Literary 
Institution at vSuf field gave a brief address. He spoke as 
follows : 
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The friends of the school are happy in the raising of the endow- 
ment of $60,000. The bills which have hung over us for years are all 
paid. This last year the running expenses of the school have been so 
well managed that we came out with a small balance in the treasury. 
We have increased the equipment of the school by putting the middle 
building into good condition to the fourth floor. Our patronage has 
increased until we have occupied nearly every room. 

All this is excellent if we have accomplished it with no sacrifice 
of the real essentials of education. We are glad to report that the 
class work has increased in efficiency. In their athletics we have 
given special attention to clean, fair play. I care more for a clean 
game than for a victory won by unfair means. The best boy is the one 
who has the most man in him and the best man is the one who has fhe 
most bo}'' in him. We are giving special attention to our Y. M. C. A. 
We tr}^ to secure an occasional speaker who encourages the manly 
side of the Christian life. While the prices of some of our rooms have 
increased we still make special provision for those who are called poor 
boys and for boys who have no home. 

Dr. Genung for the Committee on Nominations reported 
the following officers for the ensuing year :

The speaker of the day was Rev. F. W. Padelford, D.D. 
He gave an excellent address on “Baptists and Education.’’ 
He spoke in brief as follows : 

Some of the Baptist fathers in the earliest days were greatly 
concerned over the question of an educated ministry, and founded 
Brown University and Colby College, together with several academies, 
for the purpose of training young men for the ministry.

When John M. Peck, the hero of Connecticut, went to the 
Mississippi Valley he declared that the civilization of that new land 
must depend upon education, which should be given at the beginning, 
and personally founded Shurtleff College. But the rank and file of 
Baptists have never been greatly interested in the subject of educa- 
tion. This is evident from a study of history. The fathers believed 
that education was likely to prevent their ministry from being spirit- 
ually minded. 

The Board of Education has made -a verj^ careful survey to deter- 
mine the situation at present, and finds that Baptists have seriousl}^ 
disregarded the matter of education, and while the Congregationalists 
have one student in college for every 69 members in their churches, 
and the Presbyterians one student for every 70 members, the Baptists 
have one student for every 176. This is a serious situation, and the 
Baptist Board of Education has been created none too soon to deal 
with this problem. The Board of Education sets before itself three 
tasks. We must first educate our people to believe in the necessity 
of the education of their own boys and girls. We must then take care 
of the great multitude of students in the state university, and are 
already making provision to place workers in these universities to 
care for students from Baptist homes. In the third place we must 
adequately equip our own denominational institutions. Many of 
them have an equipment that is entirely inadequate, and in some 
institutions the salaries .of the teachers are many months in arrears. 
The Board of Education hopes to arouse the Baptists of the North to 
the importance ■ of the proper equipment of their institutions, so 
that we may appeal to the students in Baptist families to go to our own 
universities. 

Miss Janet S. McKay of Philadelphia made a stirring- 
address in behalf of "The Baptist Institute for Christian 
Workers,” in that city. There are four young ladies from 
Connecticut now studying there. 

A general discussion followed in which many participated _ 
Some pastors believed that a general appeal should be made 
to our churches in behalf of our Education Society, and 
pledged themselves to bring the matter before their people. 

The Secretary reported that five more beneficiaries have 
been recently accepted and that all of them represented our 
foreign population. About half of our beneficiaries for the 
coming year have come from foreign shores and are preparing 
for work among their own peoples. 
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Rev. E. W. Potter for the Enrollment Committee reported 
47 annual memberships with a payment of $52.00, two 
churches with a payment of $6.00, and from Colportage 
Department of the Convention $5.00, and eash collection 
of $13.51 making a total of $76.61. There were also unpaid 
pledges from churches and individuals amounting to $148.50, 
making a total of $225.01. 

After prayer and benediction the meeting adjourned.

REPORT OF THE EXECUTIVE COMMITTEE 
OF THE EDUCATION SOCIETY 

Your Executive Committee submits the following report; 

During the year we have aided 18 young men. Of this number 
Vlr. Allan D. Creelman of Suffield completed his Seminary course at 
Newton and is settled as pastor at North Grafton, Mass. Mr. G. 
Glass Davitt of New Haven finished his Seminary course at Yale and 
has gone as a missionary to China. Two others have suspended 
direct preparation for a brief period of teaching; another was aided 
for a single quarter. 

Of the other 13, two are in Suffield, one just admitted. There 
is one each in the regular course at Brown, Yale, Rochester, Colgate, 
University of Chicago, and the college at Redlands, California. One 
is a post-graduate at Brown and supplying a church. One is in Yale 
Seminary, one in the Swedish Seminary at Morgan Park, Chicago, 
a third is in a Hungarian Training School at Scranton, Pa., and a 
fourth in Union University, Theological Department, at Richmond. 

In addition to successful work in their studies, many of these 
men have been already active in Christian service. The- man at Yale 
Seminary is pastor of one of our churches near New Haven. The 
post-graduate student at Brown fills every summer vacation with 
most efficient service and supplies during the college year. The old 
First Church, Suffield, has had excellent leadership for two years from 
one of the men in the institution who has completed his school work 
with credit and has now entered Colgate. The brother in Chicago 
is one of the assistants at the Emmanuel Church. The Hungarian 
Mission at Torrington has had the effective ministry of another 
Suffield student once in two weeks. Several others have served in 
local churches either in Bible School or Young People’s work and have 
supplied pulpits during their vacation. 
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Turning now to the interest manifest in our churches, our Treas- 
urer’s report shows that we have met the calls of the year without 
drawing on invested funds. This sounds encouraging until we begin 
to analyze. Our total budget was over $1,600 of which 1639 was 
interest on Savings Bank deposits. Of the $1,000 left, $290 was the 
balance from the year before. The total sum given by the churches 
was $575 and this was contributed by 23 while 125 churches took no 
part in the work. The total received is less than last year and unless 
we increase in the year to come we shall be compelled to draw again 
Upon the money held in trust. 

Knowing the demands on our churches we have not pressed the 
claims of the Society with the same urgency as other missionary 
agencies have done, but all who have the foresight of the Kingdom 
must give forethought to the equipment of our leadership and 
especially with the growing demands of our age. Every church should 
bring the claims of the ministry before her people, — first of all, to 
enlist the interest of her young Christians and to give all the oppor- 
tunity of sharing in the preparation of others who are willing to go. 
Even a small offering is an expression of interest and the reflex effect 
will be larger than the benefit bestowed. 

Our Society is nearing the end of the first century of its existence. 
Its organization grew out of a conviction that God was calling the 
churches to his work. Mr. F. W. Payne of Hartford in a recent inves- 
tigation in some fields of New England Baptist History, has brought 
to light an old diary with facts of special interest. It is the diary of a 
pastor of the Salem Baptist Church in 1806. It is a private itemized 
account of gifts of the church to a young man studying for the ministry 
at Brown. The total arnount for that year was $289.00. That boy’s 
first pastorate was Middletown, Conn. The pastor writes under date 
of June 11, 1812: “Attended and preached at ye ordination of Br. 
George Phippin lately a member of this church. He has taken pastoral 
charge of Chh in Middletown in Conn. The opportunity was truly 
precious.” That boy thus aided by the Salem Church served for forty 
years, nearly half of which were in Connecticut, a part in Middletown 
and a part in Canton. It is a picture of ministerial aid and its effec- 
tive results sufficiently removed in point of time to enable us to see 
the whole in perspective. 

But, aside from the general grounds of interest there is a special 
call this coming year. The thought uppermost in this Convention is 
the work among the foreign populations; your appeal is to evangelize 
them. More churches are demanded each year.. The calls are con- 
stantly coming for leaders in new fields and in some cases we have had 
to reply in the negative, not because there were not willing men, but 
because these men were not equipped for effective ministry. So, as 
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much as we should emphasize larger gifts for evangelization, we 
should emphasize still more, for a period, the preparation of leaders. 
And the men are here. Just notice the nationalities represented 
in our present list of beneficiaries. There are three from the Swedish, 
one from the French, one from the Hungarian, one from the Slovak and 
one from the colored. Two Italian beneficiaries recently completed 
their studies and there are four more earn-est Italian brothers applying 
to us for this new year. They come highly commended by Pastor 
Gates, Pastor DiDomenica and Professor Mangano. If we accept 
them the gifts from the churches will need to be larger than last year; 
it is many years if ever that we began the year with 18 upon our list. 
The call is no longer one of general professional interest, but, like a 
call to W'ar, a call of immediate urgency. And this call will grow larger 
with the coming days. This foreign work will grow; we shall need 
more and more; so we appeal to every church to restore the Education 
.Society appeal to the place it should occupy in every church. 

We may now commend the Christian foresight of those who have 
given us funds to invest that their money remaining behind them 
may go on in the service of the kingdom. The Probate Court of 
Waterbury has sent us word during the year that the late Mrs. Shipley, 
has willed that in the final disposition of her estate a portion should 
be given to be devoted to the education of young men for the min- 
istry. Let us hold all such bequests as sacred trusts whether they bind 
them or not. This will encourage others to leave bequests which will 
make their interest perpetual. 

We commend the project to establish in Bridgeport a theological 
school for foreign-speaking ministers, provided it shall be properly 
authorized and affiliated, and that it maintain a recognized standard 
of Christian scholarship.

ANNUAL REPORT OF STATE DIRECTOR 

The Connecticut Branch of the Woman’s American Baptist 
Home Mission Society held its usual meeting in connection with the 
meetings of the State Convention; the hour assigned being from 
1.30 to 2.30 p. m., Tuesday, October 14th. Needless to say that the 
hour seemed all too short but, in that brief hour, words of vital interest 
were spoken not soon to be forgotten. Our State Director, Mrs. G. F. 
Genung, presided, scripture was read by Mrs. J. B. Stubbert of 
Putnam and prayer offered by Miss May Huston of Boston. 

Miss M. L. Howard, Junior State Director, spoke briefly, making 
a strong appeal for that delightful magazine, Everyland, a magazine 
parents do well to give to their boys and girls. She also stated that 
the Young People’s Society would assume the salary of Miss Travers, 
our missionary among the Italians of New Haven. 
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Miss Huston, who is the District Secretary for our New England 
Society, brought before us in very earnest words the needs' — the 
present, pressing needs. A very urgent request had come that two 
young women from New England be sent at once to strengthen the 
workers at our Orphanage in Alaska. One had been found, though 
not from New England. Ilery wistfully the speaker looked over that 
large assembly, asking if there was one there who could say: “Here 
am I, send me.” Miss Huston did not paint the situation in rose 
color — it would be hard, requiring many sacrifices of personal com- 
fort, but it would surely bring the blessing of Him who said: “In as- 
much as ye have done it to the least of these, ye have done it unto 
Me.” Ten women were needed at once in Porto Rico where the 
harvest was great but the laborers were few. 

Miss Grace Deland was with us and gave an inspiring account 
of what consecrated young women can do for the Master in a great city. 
Her field is in New York City, carried on in the form of settlement 
work, though differing essentially from what we generally mean by 
that name. She defined their purpose, their constant aim, to make 
apparent, wherever their influence could go, “The fragrance of the 
knowledge of Jesus Christ.” Some of the touching facts she gave 
of the ministries of these young women plainly showed that they were 
shedding this fragrance wherever they ministered. Miss Deland 
certainly reached the hearts as well as the ears of her audience. A 
very generous offering followed, amounting to $44,59.

ANNUAL REPORT OP THE STATE DIRECTOR 

Looking over the past year we are conscious of a feeling of sad- 
ness as we think how little has been accomplished in comparison 
with our plans and expectations at the beginning of the year. Unex- 
pected circumstances prevented the accomplishing of some plans of 
the State Director, and, in the language of George Eliot, her work 
can only exhibit “praiseworthy intentions inadequately carried out.” 

It is gratifying to report a more complete filling-out of the blanks 
sent to Circles in the spring; yet there still remains much to be de.sired. 

The largest number of contributors from any one church is found 
in the Central Baptist Church, Norwich, which reports 255 resident 
women, with th.e number of contributors given as 230. This church 
is in the New London Association. In that Association is also the 
little Bozrah Church, reporting only 24 resident women who have 
raised their apportionment of $35.00. It is a society to be proud of. 
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It is a matter of sincere regret that we were obliged to accept 
the resignation of Mrs. T. A. Perkins of Norwich as Director of this 
Association. The work which she did so faithfully and so efficiently 
for many years, will be long remembered. We have been fortunate in 
securing as her successor Mrs. Charles Ellis, who has entered upon 
her work with a spirit of self-sacrifice and consecration. Mrs. Ellis 
is a member of the Bozrah Church. 

The Ashford Association holds its own as first in proportionate 
giving. Although its Director, Mrs. Annie A. Preston, is not able 
to go about activel}'" as once, her pen and telephone are still in active 
service. Many of the Circles have increased their gifts, and the con- 
tribution pro rata is by far the largest of that of any Association in 
the State, being 82 cents for each member. 

Fairfield Association has the largesf proportion of colored, 
Swedish, and German churches in the State. The women of these 
churches give largely through their own societies, but some are begin- 
ning to work through our Woman’s Society. Mrs. Cole, our efficient 
Director, has the work of the Association on her heart. 

Bridgeport rejoices in the coming of Miss Helen, Story to work 
among the Italians. 

Mrs. Clarence F. R. Jenne, of the Hartford Association, has met 
with some encouragement. The women in several churches have made 
their offering to our society for the first time, and several large personal 
gifts have been made. 

New HaAmn Association, with its very capable Director, Mrs. 
William T. Thayer, of Wallingford, being the largest and wealthiest 
Association in the State, renders good reports from her churches and 
Women’s Circles. Many of the societies are doing excellent ■ work 
among the foreign speaking peoples. 

Mrs. Frank A. Thompson, Director for the old Stonington Union 
Association, where most of the churches are rural and hill-town, has 
done good and faithful work that has told; and if the financial returns 
are not so large in this Association as in some others, yet the propor- 
tionate giving is larger than in some of our city churches. 

Your State Director wishes here to give most sincere expression 
to her appreciation of the work done by her earnest and faithful 
Associational Directors, who have so efficiently kept up the activity 
in the State when she could do so little herself. They have indeed 
held up her hands, and she is very grateful to them. 
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The usual number of Group Meetings has been held in all the 
Associations. Several were held last spring, and a series of Union 
Basket Meetings, Home and Foreign, were held in March of this 
year, reaching representatives from each Association; Miss Huston 
and Mrs. Robinson, the two District Secretaries, being present. 

Your Director has given much of her time to visiting different 
Circles this last year, and has also written over 800 letters. 

More than forty Circles have met their apportionment, and a 
number of the churches have made contributions through their 
women for the first time. The Circle that gave the largest offering 
was the Second Suffield, in the Hartford Association. The appor- 
tionment to this Circle was $195.00, and it gave $248.00, the resident 
women numbering 144. 

It will be remembered by some that at the Woman’s State Home 
Mission Meeting in the spring a committee was appointed to consider 
plans for a State organization. As a result, an organization has been 
effected, the formation of which will be reported in the Connecticut 
Baptist. This new organization does not in any way supersede or 
modify the standing or work of the present officers appointed by the 
Chicago Board; it is simply an auxiliary for more efficiency and 
co-operation. 

With this help we hope to do better work the coming year than 
ever before. God grant us wisdom, willingness, and strength, to enable 
us to reach and interest others, as well as to give our money. May we 
give ourselves, and all be stimulated to greater interest and more 
systematic, consecrated giving.

REPORT OF SENIOR SECRETARY 
FOREWORD 

Forty and two years ago the first organization of Connecticut 
Baptist women for the promotion of an interest in Foreign Missions 
among the women of the State was effected. A few years later prac- 
tically the same women also organized in the interest of Home Missions, 
and both bodies have since amicably conducted their affairs along 
parallel lines. This year at Meriden an assemblage of women, atten- 
dant upon the State Convention Meetings, representing the six Asso- 
ciations, gave unanimous expression to their conviction that a con- 
solidation of the Woman’s Foreign and Home Mission interests in 
our state is desirable. Details will be arranged and suggested later. 
Meanwhile the most prayerful consideration of this question is sol- 
icited from every woman in our churches in order that any action taken 
may only result in greater efficiency in every department of World- 
wide Missions, and the enlistment of every Christian woman in the 
promotion thereof. 

The story of- another year of effort in forwarding the cause of 
Foreign Missions among our sisters, and the results thereof, is here- 
with presented: 
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Seventy-two Circles have been actively employed in this service. 
As we have added, subtracted, and in some instances reconstructed 
these, a net gain of six Circles is evident. From seventeen churches 
the women unorganized into Circles having accepted the apportionment 
of bhe Woman’s Society have contributed to its treasury. There is 
a distinct advance, most cheering to the Secretaries. The total enroll- 
ment of contributors reported this year is 2,413 contrasted with 1,903 
recorded last year. Of Ashford Association Mrs. Burleson writes: 

"West Woodstock reports 22 resident w'omen, 18 contributors, 
amount of offering, $16.00. Putnam 102 resident women, contribu- 
tions $132, 51 subscriptions to Helping Hand 30 (all women) to 
Missions. Mansfield (Spring Hill) 15 resident women, contributions 
$53.00, number of contributors, 14. The only Free-Will Baptist 
Church in the State is located in this Association. These women are 
interested in woman’s work but contribute through a R. I. organiza- 
tion. We hope soon to place them on our membership roll.’’ 

In Fairfield Association Mrs. Link has had phenomenal success 
in securing responses from the women, and expresses satisfaction 
therefor. An increase in amount of offerings is also noted. 

The work in Hartford Association, nurtured for many years by 
Mrs. G. M. Stone of Hartford as President, maintains the same 
high plane under the administration of Mrs. G. B. Geemond, now 
President. Mrs. William Hesse of New Britain is the new Asso- 
ciation Secretary. The apportionment in this Association was con- 
siderably exceeded. 

Miss Twiss continues her successful work in the New Haven 
Association with unabated vigor. Only a very few dollars were 
lacking to complete their apportionment. She laments the decease 
of "two faithful Circle Presidents’’ during the year; also of Miss 
Waterhouse of Essex and Miss Louise Miller of Meriden. 

From New London Association, Mrs. Lester is gratified to report 
a contribution from a church hitherto most unresponsive, and she 
especially rejoices that the apportionment was more than met. 

In Stonington Union Miss Fish is obliged to combat with the 
loss of several of the small churches through federation or extinction, 
but is encouraged by her ability to report nearly the same amount of 
money raised as last year, and no loss of faithful helpers. No changes 
appear in our Conference organizations. The President of the South- 
eastern, Mrs. Charles W. Gale, is absent on an "Around the World’’ 
tour which will include attendance upon the exercises of the "Judson 
Centennial’’ in Burma. 

All regular meetings of Associations and Conferences have been 
maintained and well attended. Last winter a series of Union Group 
Meetings rather hastily arranged was conducted with much profit 
in various sections of the State. 
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Statistics, 1912-1913: No. of Circles, 72; No. of contributors, 
2,413; No. of subscriptions of Helping Hand, 750.

The thirty-first annual meeting of the Conference of 
Baptist Ministers was held in the First Baptist Meeting 
House of Meriden, Monday afternoon, October 13th, at 2 
o’clock. 

The meeting was calld to order by the President, Rev. 
H. J. White, D.D. Devotional exercises were conducted by 
Rev. Clifton K. Flanders, whose services were much appre- 
ciated.

The order of the program was somewhat changed in 
order that the members of the Trustees of the Convention 
who were to meet at four o’clock might have an opportunity 
to hear the essayists. 
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The first essay, “The Recovery of The Christian Passion,” 
by Rev. John R. Brown, Ph. D., of Bridgeport, was thoroughly 
enjoyed by all present. It is impossible to adequately report 
it in a few brief lines. 

The essayist dealt with the evidences that the true 
Christian passion has been, to a great degree, lost. The results 
of the efforts of the church are pitifully small when com- 
pared with the results of her labors in the days when she was 
dominated with a great passion for souls. The regaining 
of this passion is extremely difficult. The church has tried 
to win back its passion by a specialized emotion but it has 
been unsatisfactory. Through evangelistic and social work 
the attempt has been made to bring back the passion, but 
such attempts have only resulted in artificial and cultivated 
emotion. At best we can only look upon these attempts as 
partial recoveries. Organized Evangelism can no longer 
be looked upon as the true passion of the church. The great 
spiritual awakenings of the past have always followed periods 
of great mental awakening. The mind of man is hungry for 
God. The recovery of the passion must follow the awakening • 
to a new sense of God. As men come to attribute less to second 
causes and all things to God, and as they find their life in Him 
the passion will come back. 

The second essay, “Spirituality” by Rev. J. Wellington 
Hoag of New Haven was clear in diction and beautifully 
simple in spirit. It is equally difficult with the first essay, 
to report in a few words. 

The essayist contended that we need a new definition of _ 
spirituality that shall concisely express what we rnean by 
the term. The idea has been generally held that it is some- 
thing that belongs to a certain temperament, to men of the 
character of St. Anthony or St. Francis. Psychologists 
recognize four main degrees of temperament: sanguine, 
melancholy, active, deliberative. It has been thought that 
spirituality was much more natural to the first two than to 
the last two. The man who can pray fervently or work 
in revival meetings or in the inquiry room has been thought 
to represent the highest type of spirituality. Those who 
have lacked the ability to do these things have been thought 
to be unspiritual. 

The spiritual man is one who knows how to live in 
the attitude of love to God and his fellowmen. The true 
thermometer of the chmch is not found in the prayer meeting 
but in the way the members live out in the world. Spirituality 
must find its true expression in life. 
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An account of the changes in the ministry during the 
year was read by Dr. A. B. Coats, 

The President then welcomed in fellowship the new 
pastors, a large munber of whom were present. The dis- 
cussion of the essays brought out the faet that the}" were 
both deeply appreciated and very little of adverse criticism 
was offered. There was a general desire expressed for the 
publication and distribution throughout all our churches of 
both essays. 

The Baptist Ministers’ Home Society was represented 
by Rev. Frederiek Lent, Ph.D., in the absence of the Seere- 
tary. Dr. W. B. Matteson. A liberal offering was received 
for this work.

The high standard set by the Meriden Convention eul- 
minated in the annual banquet of the Social Union, provided 
by the Ladies’ Organization of the First Baptist Church, 
and was served by capable and willing young men from said 
church. 

There were 167 present. The blessing was asked by 
Rev. B. N. Timbie, pastor of the local church. 

At the conclusion of the banquet, President Trevithick 
called upon Judge Nicholson who introduced the principal 
speaker, Rev. Emory W. Hunt, D.D., L.LD., General Secre- 
tary of the American Baptist Foreign Mission Society; his 
“live- wire” address on the subject of “Our Alain Business,” 
now follows : 

Brethren and Sisters of the Convention: 

I expect it is a Convention yet, and it seems to me a delightful 
habit that you people have after the serious work of the Convention 
is finished to get together in this social, fraternal way as you are, and 
not to separate. 

I do not know that you are far enough from the work that you 
have been doing, in your desires or purposes, so that it would be 
unwelcome to you to face the question of what our main business is. 
I take it that after all no matter what the details are which have com- 
manded our attention — organization, churches, missions here and 
there; after all the business in which we are engaged in all this is the 
building of people, the making of character, and if we were to take 
some one individual and put him before us as a figure upon which we 
are working, and shape up our idea of what it is that we want to 
accomplish, — somewhat as if we were sculptors, — then we would 
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have to raise the question what our type is, what our notion is of the 
finished product that we wish sometime to realize. 

I wished after I had promised to speak upon this that I had 
given a little different phrasing to it, to turn your thought in the 
right direction at the outset, because I hate to have anybody feel 
afterward that the talk did not follow just exactly the line that they 
had had in mind. If I were going to frame it differently, I should say 
“A Man’s Measure,” for we are building manhood and' womanhood 
in this kind of work, and the ideal that you and I have in our minds 
of the sort of people that we want to have, when we have finished it, 
is something that will be a guide to us all the way through. We are 
accused in this country of thinking too much of size, bulk, dimensions. 
We have got the biggest things in the world, and when we visit our 
friends on the other side, we have to check ourselves up a little bit in 
the figures that we have to give them of the great, big things that we 
have over in this country. When we come to people it is different. 
You have got some great big men here in this Convention, (not all of 
you as big as our old friend, Dr. White), but we have different standards 
of measurement to go by, and we cannot make it all bulk. (It is no 
reflection on Dr. White or any of the rest of you who are fortunate 
enough to be impressive in your presence.) 

But you remember the story about how Lowell tried to pick a 
little fun at Daniel Webster. As Lowell tells it: ‘‘We in Massachusetts 
were thinking of breaking up the Whig party, and Webster came home 
to Faneuil Hall to protest. He lifted up his majestic presence before 
that sea of human faces, his brow charged with thunder, and said, 
‘‘Gentlemen, I am a Whig, a Massachusetts Whig, a Faneuil Hall 
Whig, and if you break up the Whig party, where am I to go?” and 
says Lowell, ‘‘We all held our breath thinking where he could go,” 
but, says Lowell, ‘‘If he had been five foot three, we would have said 
‘Why, confound you, who do you suppose cares where you go?’ ” 

While we will not take our standard of measurement just accord- 
ing to bulk we ought to have some standard to go by. Did you ever 
think of it, how you could tell when you have got a real great, big 
man before you? I have a combination of measurements which I 
think it is tolerably safe to follow, and if you have got a man that 
measures up to them, it makes no difference whether he is 8 feet 4 
inches or 4 feet 8 inches, he is a great big man; and I would say, first 
take the height of his ideals, and then take the depth of his convic- 
tions, and then measure the breadth of his sympathies and his interests 
and you have something of a criterion by which to tell what sort of a 
person it is that you are considering. And with the work we have to 
do it is well enough for us to put some emphasis upon each one of 
these things. It is not exactly congenial in these days (I comfort 
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myself with thinking it is becoming more so), but in the past it has 
been scarcely congenial anywhere and now it is uncongenial some- 
wheres, to talk about ideals at all, for this is a practical age and any- 
body who is devoted to an ideal, why he is impractical, and we might 
as well be out of the world today as to be unpractical or impractical; 
until we analyze that thought a little and recognize that as a matter 
of history it is the idealists who have done things from the very 
beginning. 

We are indebted to the dreamers. First of all that old dreamer 
that they pointed to away back across the desert sands in the old 
days, and said, “Behold, the dreamer cometh.” He has not been 
the last one that has had the finger of scorn pointed at him — but 
who is it after all who has done things but the dreamer? The very 
fact that there is a better way to cross the ocean now than Columbus 
took was because a man dreamed that there was a better kind of a 
• ship than the Santa Maria to come in. His dreams came true. That 
there is an easier way to get across this country than there used to be, 
and the old Congressional argument that Oregon would always be 
so far away that it would be mpossible for it to be a part of our coun- 
try, that old argument is utterly out of date because a man dreamed 
that there was a better way to get across this country than by an ox 
team or a prairie schooner. Every beautiful building that we see 
was a dream at one stage of its development. Everything has lived 
in thought, in conception, before it has been realized in brick and 
stone and marble. In machinery, in accomplishment of any sort 
at all, it is the idealists who have blazed the way to the cizilivation 
that we recognize now^ and it is the ideal in us that we are sometimes 
so much ashamed of that we hide it, that after all is the best thing 
in us. I do not know why I do not show it, unless it is because an 
ideal is such an accusation of us. If we permit it to be known that- 
we have a picture in our minds of a better man than we have ever 
been, why are we not that man? Wp would rather have the reputa- 
tion of never having seen the vision than to have the reputation of 
defeat in any attempt to reach it. The upshot of it is that the very 
best things about us are the things that we are relatively ashamed of, 
until we stop and think it over and see what really represents the 
best that there is in us and promises the most and best for the future. 

I do not know anything that is more vital or important on our 
human side of the work than that you and I should conceive clearly 
certain ideals of personal character and then set with all that there is 
in us to realize them. Is not that just what the character of Jesus 
ought to be to us? It is a tantalizing ideal, yes, but the ideal still 
and we do not dare propose any that is below that. For our life and 
work in our relations with other people or in our personal conduct 
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nothing is more vital or fundamental than just that. What is the 
trouble with our age — that conceives ideals and is ashanied of them, 
and is not willing to surrender itself utterly to them! We recognize 
the different types of people in the ideals they have. 

. . I do not know anything finer that I ever heard about that noble 
character, John Bright, than what came out as a manifestation of 
what 'his personal ideal was in one historic interview that took place 
when Allsop, the great London brewer, came to see John Bright, 
when he was a factor in the House of Commons, with some scheme he 
wanted to put through. John Bright heard him and said it could not' 
be, done. Then they proceeded, but John Bright stood firm and 
the argument waxed warm. Finally Allsop rose to his feet and looking! 
at him, said, “Mr. Bright, do you know that I am: worth five million- 
pounds?” He thought it was a political scheme and he was talking to a 
politician. John Bright rose from his chair and looked Allsop up and 
down -from the top of his head to the soles of his boots, and he said, 
“Yes sir, I know that, and I know that is all you are worth, too.” 
There is an ideal of character that was in that man’s mind that we 
cannot afford to get away from in these days; and it makes no differ-:: 
ence what the condition of the individual is of whom we are thinking,: 
no matter what his race or color or nationality, or what he has accom- 
plished in the past, if we are thinking in terms of Jesus’ program, the 
very highest ideal that we can conceive of for a human life may possibly 
be attached to that individual, — to every individual upon the earths 
It is that ideal in all of our work that we ought to be reaching after; 
and if we can conceive that ideal, and conceiving it, can give it the 
regnant place in our thought and life that we ought to, why that is 
one element in our friend’s measurement of us that he ought to take 
into account. That is the height of one’s personal ideal that gives a 
clue to his dimensions. 

And we Baptists ought to think somewhat today of what we 
mean b}’ the depth of our convictions. Oh, yes, we all believe the 
truth, but how much do we believe it? It is possible to believe the 
truth without believing it much, without its really mastering us and 
determining what we do. Oh, we believe the truth in some directions. 
We believe the truth in engineering, we believe the truth of bridge 
building, if we do not why bur bridge is likely to tumble into the chasm 
before we get through. We know there is no evading the truth in 
these lines, and if we know just where it is we do not tamper with it 
at all. We believe the truth of bacteriology. We have no doubt about 
it in these days whatever, and if we try to go against it, we know as 
certain as anything can be that we will pay the penalty. There is 
no doubt in these directions. Have we as frankly faced this funda- 
mental fact so long ago brought to us by Henry Drummond that 
there are certain central laws of the spiritual world which are just 
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as certain of enforcement as are laws of mechanics or bacteriology: 
and do vre believe them through and through? If we do, friends, 
there are some things we will not do and there are certain other things 
we will be sure to do if we believe that truth much. I cannot but 
think that if I believe God through and through I will not sell 14 
ounces for a pound, I will not. As sure as there is a God, there are 
some things that will not pay. If I believe God will I be untrue to 
my own manhood or barter anybody’s womanhood? I do not believe 
I will, for as I believe God I know there are some things that can never 
work out right. There are some things, friends, depend upon it, mixed 
as our ethics are in these days, there are some things that are ever- 
lastingly right and there are some other things that are everlastingly 
wrong, and we will experiment with them at our peril. If there are 
certain things that seem to us to be true, think it through, how much 
do you believe them, how much; and if they are true, stand by them 
every day? It can never pay to go against it. It was long ago that 
one said, facing a dilemma, “We can do nothing against the truth of 
God.” That is true still and any time any one of us goes against 
the truth, he is going to be battered and the truth wiil not be hurt a 
bit, depend upon that. 

Take the height of his ideals and measure the depth of his convic- 
tions and then discover the breadth of his sympathies and his interests ! 
I can remember when I thought sympathy was — just crying at other 
people’s funerals, but I have found that it is a good deal bigger thing 
than that. Sympathy is the finest spiritual quality that this human 
soul has upon the human side of it, and I do not know but it is mostly 
a divine quality, too. Sympathy is that curious power that one 
has who is delicately constituted, the curious power of putting himself 
in another person’s place, see through his eyes and hear with his ears 
and feel generally with his nerves. 

On the practical side of it, the active side of it, I think it is what 
we call tact. You know what tact is when you do not find it! It is 
a great deal like the Irishman’s definition of repartee. He said that 
“repartee is saying right away the thing you think of next day.” 
Tact is just about as quick as that. Tact is hearing how what jmu are 
going to say sounds just before you say it, and so modifying the form 
of expression, or possibly deciding not to say it at all until you have 
had time to think it over from the other person’s point of view and 
discovering how it is going to sound. That, I think, is sympathy; 
that marvelous power of putting yourself in another’s place and know- 
ing how things look to him. I think we need to have that. I think 
we Baptists need to have it, and if any of us should happen to be old 
fashioned enough to overdo that element that I have just been think- 
ing about, that is, conviction of the truth, this element will balance 
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it, will save it. I think we have known of people, we have heard of 
them at any rate in the old days, who had nothing at all but con- 
viction, the element of sympathy seemed to be so largely left out of 
their makeup. Well we do not need to quarrel over the question 
whether there were any such or not. Wp want to be sure that there 
are not any of that type here. The conviction of the truth ought to 
be balanced by the power of sympathy which will enable us to take 
another person’s point of view and see how it looks to him. 

The truth is such a big thing. There is no one of us can see the 
truth. Why, no one of us ever saw the ocean. Never! I have been 
around the world, and a friend said to me, “You have seen the world.” 
“Why, no, I have not,” I said, “I have seen a little ribbon around it, 
possibly averaging about six miles wide, that is all I have seen.” No 
one of us ever saw the ocean. We never saw anything more than a 
pond. The trouble is not with the ocean. It is with ourselves 
we are not big enough to see the ocean. No one of us ever saw the 
truth. 

We have taken our point of view, and the truth is spherical and of 
infinite size, and when I first get in the habit of looking up at the 
truth, one day I turn this side aftd I see over there another man looking 
and hear his account of the truth, jand I say, “How can he be such a 
fool as to take that view of the truth,” and I have kept on thinking 
so for a time until bye and bye on some fine, crisp morning, it occurs 
to me it will do me good to walk over there where he stands. I take 
my stand by him and turn and look up at the truth and in amazement 
I say, “Why, from his point of view I declare it looks more as he 
described than I had any notion it could.” Away over beyond him 
now I see another one standing, and I continue my walk and go over 
and get that other point of view of the truth. If I had time but 
I do not know but that is what Eternity is for, to give you and me time 
to go around the truth, the truth of God, and look at it from its many 
points of view. And when I have gone clear around and come back to 
my original point of view and look at it, I may say, “Well, I have not 
seen anything after all that looks to me any more like the truth than 
this does here, but I will never call my friend over there a fool again 
for looking at the truth from that point of view.” And do you know, 
friends, I do not believe we will be any less efficient Baptists when we 
have taken a little trip like that and frankly and honestly looked at 
the truth of God from some other point of view than our own, and I 
think it is pretty likely that we will be more winning Baptists after 
we have done that. At any rate, friends, we have not all the truth. 
Wje are not emphasizing it all. Let us grow as broad as we possibly 
seeing can, more of it, and living more of it ourselves day by day. 
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Interests, what do we mean by that? Well, we might raise the 
question about this matter that we have been talking about just 
now, how broad ought anybody to be anyway? Is it not possible that 
we will get so broad that we will not be thick enough .to be of any 
account at all. I think there is danger of that with most of us, and it 
is important for us to have some sort of a standard as to how broad 
anybody ought to be. I cannot give a better answer to it than is 
suggested by Lincoln’s famous dictum about the length of legs. You 
remember that fellow who had a bright idea one day that he could 
get a laugh on Abraham Lincoln; and so as they looked at his long 
understandings, one of them ventured to inquire of him, “How long 
do you think a man’s legs ought to be anyway?’’ “Well,” he said, 
modestly, “I have not given the matter the profound and continued 
reflection that I would desire before venturing an opinion on an 
important matter like that, but it seems to me they ought to be 
at least long enough to reach from his body to the ground.” A man 
would look queer if they did not quite reach in either direction! 

I think you can apply this same principle in the other direction. 
How broad ought a man to be? He ought to be broad enough to reach 
his neighbor on both sides. That will tell something about what ou^ 
interests ought to be, and if a man does not reach to his neighbor on 
each side, I will tell you the time is going to come when he will cut as 
comical a flgure as the other man that we were speaking of a moment 
ago, and it will all appear , one of these days. Why, we might better 
“live in a house by the side of the road and be a friend to man.” If 
you and I are not reaching out to our neighbor on both sides,, we are 
not as big people as we ought to be; Denominationally, if your 
sympathies and interest stop with your church boundary you are 
not as broad as you ought to be. I have not a particle of sympathy 
with that person who has got a little more interest in every other church 
than he has in his own; that is all cant and nonsense generally. He 
has not an interest in any of them. If you and I are not bigger Chris- 
tians than that there is something wrong with us; and friends, if we 
can be shut up inside of our own church, we are littler than we ought ^ 
to be. You take a man who is so little that he can be shut up inside 
of his own business and what a petty little fellow he is. Big business, 
you say, why, friends, there is no business on earth that is big enough 
to absorb a full grown human soul, not one! If any man can be shut 
up in his business, he is little. Any one of us that can be shut up 
inside of his own family is too small to be of any account there; and 
no one of us that can be confined within the boundaries of his own 
church so that we have no sympathy or interest, fellowship or glad- 
ness of heart at success anywhere else, no word of comfort or encouar- 
agement or of sympathy to pass beyond the borders, why friends, he 
is not up to standard for size. He is too small.’ 
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We have got to be big enough to reach to our neighbors on both 
sides, and who is my neighbor? Oh, friends, we are not as big as the 
Lord Jesus meant a Christian to be until we reach just clear around. 
Any church whose home problem is so difficult, whose burdens of 
maintaining the institution at home are so serious that it cannot get 
outside and take an interest in the things of the Kingdom, — even to 
the ends of the earth, will find its home problem more and more pressing 
and difficult as the days go by; for Jesus came into this world to save 
the world, the whole of it. “If any man be in Christ, he is a new 
creature,” whatever his nationality may be. Now all of our supply 
of heln comes from God. Do you think he is going to send a great 
lot of help to any church that is willing to take it and spend it on 
itself? I tell you that poor weak little church is going to be poorer 
and weaker yet, if it feels that its business as part of the body of Christ 
is to pour out its life for itself. The church that saveth its 
life shall lose it and the church that is ready to lose its life for His 
sake and the Gospel’s will save it unto life eternal. That is part of 
the fundamental principles that we have been talking about and any 
church that is not as broad as that will shrink narrower and narrower 
until it is difficult to find it. 

Even so when you take either a church or an individual member 
of the church and size him up. This is one of the things that you have 
got to consider and when I think of it in that way, friends, I cannot 
avoid this conviction, and I never could, that measured by this 
standard, think of it, the height of personal ideals, the depth of con- 
victions and the breadth of interest and sympathies, a real Christian 
missionary is the biggest man or woman on earth.

know, and think of them as samples of what God meant men to be. 

. I cannot but think of Abraham Lincoln like that. Curious in person- 
ality, some of the people used to say who lived with him, but as we 
get farther and farther away from him, how he looms up ! We measure 
him by these standards that we have been talking about and sure he 
was a great man; in ideals, in conviction, in interest and sympathy; 
but so big that Lincoln himself would be the first* one to point way 
back across the centuries to One 2000 years ago who came expressly 
for this purpose, to be a sample of what God meant men to be. 

What wretched, distorted images : we sfee about ms in these days. 
We have seen figures like that in the early spring after the soft spring 
snows have fallen. We start down the street in the morning and see 
in the front yards, here and there, samples of statuary that have 
grown that morning. Young American sculptors have been at work, 
and pretty good sculptors they are too. Late in the afternoon as we 
take our way home, we see them again, the rays of the sun have fallen 
upon them and they are lopsided and unsymmetrical and out of shape. 
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poor distorted images even of what they were in the brightness of the 
morning. That is like us, misshapen, unsymmetrical, distorted images 
of what God intended manhood and womanhoocd to be. After all is 
it not a grand and glorious business to restore that image wherever 
we can? We cannot do it, no, but we can be the instruments by which 
He, the Master Artist, ^oes do it. We are never so close in fellowship 
to God as when we are having something to do with that kind of busi- 
ness. I take pride that I represent an institution that is engaged in 
this poor, old, decrepit world in that kind of an enterprise. That is 
what we are trying to do, produce work like that. Look at him, a 
Christian, big, broad gauge, generous in judgment to everybody but 
himself, sparing of criticism and never giving it except when it will 
accomplish some good, and then in a loving way that is likel}^ to do 
good, seeing opportunities for service and quick to drop into them. 
A Christian, this type of man, the biggest thing, the grandest thing 
on this earth; and that is the cause in which you and I clasp hands 
the world round, and say that we will do the best we can all the days 
that are left to us to bring men up into the fullness of the stature 
of Christ Jesus our Lord. 

Rev. L. H. Koehler then led in the old song “True- 
hearted, whole-hearted” — quite appropriate. 

Two resolutions were introduced and met with full assent ; 
First, by Rev. E. R. Hyde that the ministers voice their 
appreciation to the Social Union for so pleasant and inspiring 
an occasion. Second, by President Nicholson of the Conven- 
tion that all present join in a vote of thanks to the ladies, 
the young ladies and the young men of the Meriden church 
for their kindly services, and that Rev. Mr. Timbie convey 
the same. Followed by the benediction by Rev. A. B.

The aim of these confer- 
ences was to meet and confer with the leaders of our Young 
People’s Societies, to encourage them in their work, present 
ideals, and suggest methods for successfully reaching them.
